“Not Exactly in Bis Right Mind” when 
He Wrote Them. 

(From Tuesday’s Mail and Empire.) | 

Ottawa Jan. 29—Ir the course of an 
interview to-day General Hutton de- 
nied that le was in any way respon- 
sible for Col. Sam: Hughes not secur- 
ing employment with the forces in 
South Africa. ee 

“The mysterious influence,” said he, 
“is simply that Col. Hughes went to 
South Africa unrecommended, and it is 
not customary for the British military 
authorities Lo employ officers whoare 
unreconimended. I should like the 
public (o know that nothing has tran- 
spired during my tenure of office that 
has touched me go keenly as to deal | 
with Col. Hughes in the manner that 
became neceesary. The colonel has 
many estimable qualities, but, unfor- 
tunately, these are over-weighted with 
others not quile so commendable. He 
has enthusiasm and patriotism in a 
large degree—qualities which I possess 
myself, and which I like to see in 
others, But the glrictest discipline is 
essentinl if the effectiveness of the ! 
volunteer force is to be maintained | 
unimpaired. Col. Hughes seemingly 
lacked the smallest perception of dis- 
cipline-—it was to him apparently an 
unknown quantity. I liked the colonel 
personally, and aesocialted him with 
myself in the staff ride in the Niagara 
peninsula Jast summer, in tha hope 
that he would gain some imowledge | 
of what military discipline really 
menos. But the lesson was alto- 
gether lost. 

“The pudlic so far have only become 
porressed of one side of the story. The 
other side is disclosed in the corre- 
spondence between the colonel and my- 
eelf. But I do not think, as Isaid in 
my speech on the occurence of the 
banquet to ‘D’ Battery, just before | 
its departure, that no misguided | 
friends of Col. Hughes will call for the 
correspondence, as il cannot fail to 
place the; colonel in a most unenvipble 
light’ Those who have seen the cor- 
responderce—and all the letters are 
now before the government—are of 
the opinion that Col. Hughes could not 
have been exactly in his right mind 
when he wrote in the manner in which 
he did. he incident possesses most ~

I am well satisfied, how- 
ever, with having a good business, (in 
tha stock and meat market trade,) and 
being able to provide my children— 
two boys and two girls—with college 
education and training, thus afford- 
ing them advantages that were denied 
me in my boyhood days, for which 
seeming neglect my good parents were 
not to blame.

UNDERWRITERS.

At the present time the town of 
Lindsay stands in a very critical peosi- 
tion with regard to its dealings wilh 
the fire insurance companies. Fon 
several years (he Secretary of the Can- 
adian Vire Underwriters’ Agsociation 
has been pointing oul to the council 
the inefficiency of the fire department, 
the lack of proper fire apparatus of 
various kinds and tho necessity of a 
complete and practical reorganization 
of the fire service of tha town. It 
has been pointed oul time and again 
that the town was being rated higher 
than it was entitled to he, accord- 
ing tothe rules laid down by the 2 
sociation. An occasional spasmolic 
move is all that has been! noticeable 
on the part of the council, but no 
practical defined plan has yet been 
suggested lo meet the demands of the 
insurance companies. 

A serious fire occurring at (he pre- 
sent time, with (he lack of appliances 
required by the Pire Underwriters’ As- 
sociation would be the means of re- 
ducing the rating of the town and 
would add to the cost of insurance 
to the citizens much more than, they 
would be called upon to pay lo pro- 
vide what the Underwrilers demand. 1t 
is a short-sighted policy to deal with 
fire matters as the council has been 
doing in (he past. Ags ordinary every- 
day common sense business men they 
must see that the present condition of 
things cannot last much longer, and 
they should not hegitate to lay, down, 
a definite plan and carry out such iro- 
provements os the requirements of 
the ease demands. The council can 
depend upon the support of the peo- 
ple and press inany reasonablo action 
it takes in the matter.

Let them circulate 
throughout (be Netherlands a petition, 
addressed to the Boer government, 
asking (hat the men who now com- 
prise that oli chy, misnamed a 
republic shall signify their willingness 
to have established in place of the 
existing oligarchy, a republic based 
upon the broad and liberal idea of 
equal rights and justice for all mer 
and that they shall follow this an- 
nouncement with practical steps 
toward the realization of this ideal. 
If the Boer government had been 
willing that the Transvaal should be 
made a republic in fact as well as in 
name, the war would have been 
avoided. It may be too late now, to 
retrace the wrong steps that have 
been taken, but it might be worth 
attempting. Englishmen in the 
Twansvaal are battling for (he es- 
(ablishment of a ‘government of 
equal rights.

He also emphasized 
Whe good done in this respect by the 
travelling dairies. He agreed with 
the previous speaker as to the wis- 
dom of spreading the gospel of good 
cheese and butter, and while he ad- 
mitted, that while ninety patrons sent 
good milk one or two or half a dozen 
did not. These Intler were those 
amongst whom missionary work should 
be done. Sometimes he was inclined 
to thank providence when he heard 
of an old cheese factory going up in 
smoke, becaage’ of the odors that went 
up! with it. 


system of tendering for makers, and 
not work, before that of low wages. 
If a man did good honest work in 
1899 the patrons were fovlish not to 
engage him the next year. 

Speaking of the economy derived 
from. having a factory fitted up prop- 
erly, Mr. Derbyshire gave Prof. Dean's 
experiment, showing that a factory of 
3,000 boxes a year would save $330 in 
shrinkage and $200 in quality of cheese 
by having a properly fitted curing 
room, while the room itself would cost 
only $25U to have it put into proper 
condilion, thus saving ils cost in one 
year, It was all very well to send men 
to ths dairy schools, but if the fac- 
tories were not up-to-date little good 
would be derived. What. the British 
market wanted was not \the old 
fashioned cheese, but cheese mild in 


In concluding, Mr. Patullo wished to 
emphasize three points; that of mak- 
ing the best an@ only the beat in 
every line of dairy produce placed on 
the market; that of securing cheap- 
er transportation in order to get 
produce cheaply and quickly to its 
destination, and that of providing for 
our! people an education that will be 
of practical value. Children could 
not be made into farmers in schools 
but they could be taught the beauties 
of nature, could be instrucled as to 
the nature of flowers, weeds, insects, 
soils and products, and given the right 
bent. They could be taught tho 
dignity of labor, instead of the re- 
verse. Of the resources of Canada 
timber, fisheries, mines, pulp wood, 
nickel, might pass away, but there 


texture and rich in body, and this 
could only be produced in a factory 
wilh a proper curing room. 

Next year competition would bo 
keener than ever, and advices from 
New Zealamd showed that in that 
country extensive improvements were 
being made, and if Canadians did not 
exert themselves they would lose 
their markets, but, he added, we're 
going to hold our own. 

Getting down to details, the speaker 
said that proper wagons must be used 
in hauling cheese to the station, the 
‘boxes must be of uniform size, and 
covers must be used to keep off dust 
and {he sun. If the boxes became 
dirty on the outside before they got 
to the cans, what might be expected 
‘before they got to. the Bricish mar- 
kets, where they were piled in a row, 
tem boxes high, for observation? The 
two associations, he said, must join 
hands to demand ventilated and clean 
cars, so that cheese could be deliver- 
ed nice and fresh. Cheese transport- 
ed in coal cars had been known to have 
deprecinted one cent per pound in 
value. They also demanded better 
freight rates, and by co-operation all 
these things could be obtained. They 
appreciated, the cold storage on ship- 
board provided by the Dominion gov- 
emment, and also the good work of 
the Ontario Agricultural college, 
than, which thare was no better insti- 
tution in. the world, but all the young 
eraduates of the college would be 
needed in 1900 to raisa the quality, 
of tha cheese produced. < 
Mr. Derbyshire concluded his ad- 
dress by stating that he felt warm up- 
op the subject especially when he saw 
old; districts still making use of anti- 
quated factories when they had such 
golden opportunities in the way of 
water, cows, soil and everything else 
in a grand country. He hoped that 
with the coming of the twentieth 
century! these old concerns would give 
place, to new and up-to-date factories 
for, the production of an article that 
would enable Canada to retain the 
markets: of the world. 


Mr. Patullo Speaks. 


(fhe next speaker was Andrew, 
Patullo, M-P., who siid by tha way of 
imtroduction that it was a difficult 
matter to speak after eo good lovk- 
ing a man, and such “a professional 
beauty,” a8 the dairymen called him, 
ag’Mz.

He complimented 
the city on its) magnificent hall, in 
which he felt embarrassed, coming 
from (he sweet rural seclusion of 
Woodstock, with its town hall of such 
antiquity and awfulness as to be al- 
Most indeseribable, ‘while that of 
Stratford was a thing of beauly, and 
he trusted, would be a Joy forever. 

Mr. Patullo spoke on the farming, 
oullook from tha standpoint of an 
observer ; not a practical farmer, but 
ome who had been brought up on a 
farm. He noted with pleasure that 
tho time when the posilion of the far- 
mer as being one of distress, had pass- 
ed away and that an ‘era of prosperity 
had set in. He hoped thal tho days of 
mortgages would pags away and that 
with tho steadily increasing good times 
(he farmers’ lol would be equal to the 
beet. Canadians had been fortunate, 
for while new Jands bad opened up in 
tha west, land values! here had increas- 
ed, as had also products of the farm. 
Someone had said that with the open- 
ing up of the western prairies the 
etock business here would be a thing 
of the past, but on the contrary pros- 
pects were higher and better. He al- 
£0 pointed out ihe value of onganiza- 
tion and stowed that as the result 
of il freight rates on stock to the 
west, which had at one time been al- 


most prohibitive, had been decreased

VIL of| this Convention it is made 


illegal for colonies to form indepen- 
derit societies. They must be branches 
of the National Society of the Motber 
Country.

Like other great philanlbropic works 
the Red Cross had its beginning in 
a very small way, and through the 
labors of one man Henri Dunant, 
whose name deserves to be inseribed 
in letters of gold. , 

The Canadian Branch of the Society 
was organized in 1897 by Lieutenant- 
Colonel George Sterling Ryerson, M. 
D., with the full consent and approval 
of the Central Committee in London, 
and was the first Colonial Branch 
of the Red Cross Society established 
by any country. if 
a tendered its services to the belli- 
gerents in the Spanish-American war 
in’ Cuba and Porto Rico, but, owing to 
the short duration and peculiar cli- 
matic conditions of that campaign, it 
was not able to accomplish very much. 

During the present war in the 
Transvaal the Society, through its sub- 
committees and affiliated patriotic 
funds, has been able to supply the 
Canadian Contingent most bouatiful- 
ly with medical and personal comforts, 
and with cash for the purchase of 
additional supplies in 
South Africa. i 

It is the intention of the Society, 
through its Central Committee at To- 
ronto, to continue the good work se 
well begun as long as the war lasts. 
The funds collected will be used, 
FIRST, for benefit of the Canadian 
Contingents; and, SECOND, for the 
sick and wounded of the Imperial, Can- 
adian and other Colonial troops at the 
eeat of war. ‘ 

Tha Society’s funds are administer- 
ed at’ the seal of war by 1 chief com- 
missioner representing the Central 
Committee in London, and by our own 
special commissioner, Dr. Ryerson, who 
will especially look after the interests 
of sick and wounded Canadians and 
report to the Central Committee in 
GPoronto on ths who'’e situation. 

Subscriptions should le sent to the 
Treasurer, National Red Cross Fund, 
controlled by the Central Red Cross 
Committee, 60 College-st., Toronto and 
will be gratefully acknowledged. A 
full report of receipts and expendi- 
tures will be published when the fund 
is closed, and partin! reports in the 
newspapers from time to time as the 
wotk goes on. pt 

Attention is drawn (o the subjoined 
extracts from the regulations: 

“The general object for which the 
Committee is formed is to maintain 
amongst Voluntary Aid Societies in 
tima*of peace an organization which 
will enable them to render prompt 
and efficient aid in time of war to the 
sick and wounded, ip the manner best 
suited to supplement the Army Medi- 
cal Service.” 

“Tha assistance of other Voluntary 
Aid Societies, or of individuals de- 
sirous of working under the Red Cross, 
will be accepted only through one or 
other of the Societies represented on 
the Central Committee. 

“As a rule, voluntary aid in the 
field will be confined to the tase nnd 
lines of communications, and will be 
restricted to the provision of the) fol- 
lowing :

DISCUSSION UPON THE REPORT. 

Upon the adoption of the report, discussion was opened by Mr. F, C. Taylor, 
who dwelt upon the eatisfactory nature of the report for the past year, and particu- 
larly upon the careful and economical management, and said that as the business of 
the Company was well under way on a sound basia, its operations might well be con- 
ducted on a larger scale without much increased expense. He also dwelt upon the 
means affsrded by the Company for sife investment on deposit, or by the debentures 
of the Company.

There is no better 
centre in Ontario for a mortgage business ; the territory is large enough to do a good 
business of from one to two millions, aud by the united efforts of the shareholders 
and directors, the business of the Company can be extended far beyond its present 
limits. The true policy of the Company is the organization and investment of local 
capital.

HATD FIGHTING FOR TWO DAYS, 


British Cuptured Krant Kloof—Boers 
Itepulsed After o Determined Attack 
—Loer Story of the Fighting—Lrit- 
ish Cannonade the Fiercest Yet 
Uxperlenced — The Cna- 


uudlans, 


Spearman's Camp, Wednesday, Feb. 
7. — (6 p.m.) —-Gen. Buller com- 
menced the advance for the relief of 
Ladysmith Monday. The naval guns 
opened at 7 in the morning, and a 
feint attack was made in front of 
our position. Three battalfons ad- 
vanced towards Brakfontein with six 
batteries. At 11 o'clock the Boers 
opened with artillery fire and sent 
several shells among the British in- 
funtry, who retired an hour later. 

Meanwhile a vigorous attack was 
made on the 1c right, where 
the engineers editiously construct- 
ed a position. Several prices of 
cannon hidden among the trees on 
Zwort's Kop bombarded heavily. 

The -Lritish infantry advanced, and 
the Boers were entirely surprised. 
At 4 o’clock a high hill, a continua- 
tion of the Lrakfontein, had been 
taken. The operations were excel- 
lently planned.

BULLER BIVOUACKS 


On the Field of Battle He Has Won From 
the Boors. 

| London, Feb. S. — The Daily Tele 
, §raph’s correspondent at Spearman’s 
Camp, in a despatch dated Monday 
night, says: ‘‘Under the personal di- 
rection of Gen. Buller, the attack on 
the Boer position was begun this 
j morning by nearly the whole of our 
‘| batteries— —7 2 guns — shelling the 
ridges where the enemy have their 
trenches and redoubts°on the Brak- 
fontein and the low crest facing Pot- 
gieter’s Drift. 

“The enemy suffered severely. Sev- 
eral hills were smoking like volcanoes 
from the effects of the bombardment, 
which sct on fire their stores and the 
grass. While the third pontoon 
bridge was being constructed under 
fire near Skiet Drift, the eleventh 
brigade, now under command of Col. 
Wynne, mado a demonstration 
agninst the Brakfontein ridge, march- 
ing across the meadows with the sup- 
port of seven batteries of artillery. 

“At 11 o'clock the enemy opened 
a heavy cannonade of shrapnel com- 
mon shell and pompon shells, chiely 
from Spion Kop. 

“This Was accompanied by a rat- 
tling musketry fire. Our gunners be 
haved admirably, and were as covl 
as if on parade. 

“The demonstration having gained 
its effect, the real attack upon the 
Doer left was delivered at 4 o'clock. 
The Durban Light Infantry carried 
Vaalkranyz, the key of the lower 
ridges, while Gen, Hildyard's brigade 
assailed the higher ridges. The Gen- 
erak and his troops are bivouacking 
apon the field of battle. In the lan- 
guage of boudoir bulletins, mother 
and child are doing well, Our losses 
are trifling.” 


Damage From Wind at Vancouver, 
Vancouver, Feb, 8. — Ten thousand 
dollars damage was done Monday 
night by the heaviest wind ever felt 
here. Mali a dozen city buildings 
Were blown down, while others were 
damaged, So far as known no fa- 
talities occurred. Two boat houses 
collapsed and a score of boats were 
smashed to kindling wood, Two 
scow-loads of stone smashed into the 
ships Angerona and Santa, while a 
portion of the Hastings’ Mill wharf 
Was carried away by vessels anchored 
thera.

Mr. Stevens, in opening, said the 
formation of an Historical Society 
had been first. mooted at a meet- 
ing of the Twenty Club, when a very 
interesting paper on the subject had 
been red by one of the members. ; 
There were many good reasons why 
action shoula not be delayed—ove waa 
that there are a number of the old 
pioneers of the county still living, 
and their invaluable narratives and 
experiences should be secured at the 
earliest possible nioment. There is a 
general movement throughout the 
provinces to start such societies in af- 
fiJiation with the Ontario Society, and 
Victoria county should not be among 
ths last to recognize the importance 
of the objects aimed at. 

Mr. Mciaughlin agreed with the 
chairman (hat prompt action was de- 
sirable—some counties had already 
delayed too long and so lost valuable 


records and the data of important 
events. The Society would form a 
centre for the county; the people 


would heartily co-operate, and no 
doubt the county council would take. 
a deep interest in its aims, and might 
grant the use of the spare vault in 
the county buildings for the safe- 
keeping of the documents and records 
collected. In time someone might 
write a history of tbe county, making 


Society—all the old families would de- 
sire a copy. There were some very 
interesting documents available—for 
instance he had lately come across a 
record of town meetings held previous 
to incorporation.

itself has not advanced a much as 
ihe increase in cost of sinking and 
filling new wells. Canadian oil bis 
mot advanced as much as oil in United 
States. Pennsylvania crude advanced 
lost year from $1.13 to the present 
price, $1.66, and its product, in propor- 
tion. Canadian lamp oil bas edyanes 
ed during the year about 20 per 
cent., while other lines have advanc- 
ed: Lumber, 50 per cent. to 100 per, 
cent., according to quality 4 woollens, 
60 per cent. to 75 per. cent. ; wan- 
factures of iron and steel, 75 per 
cent. to 100 par cent. For instance, 
pumps for crude wells costing last 
year $54 are now $100; casing last 
year 18 to 24 cents per Loot, now, 410 
to 50 cents per foot, and, 80 On. 

We have been accused Ly some users 
of charging exhorbitant prices for gas 
and fuel oil. I believe that (hese gen- 
tlemen would not think so if they un- 
derstood the business, they are bu 
ness men, and would not expect us'to 
sell at less than cost of production. 
Our price for 32 degree sas oil is 
§ 2-5p. per imperial gallon, oc $1.89 
per barrel; 34 degree, 5 ¥-5e. 5 fuel 
oil, 5 I-de, londed) on tank cans at 
refinery 5 while the crude costs the 
refinery spot cash 5 1-7e, per, gallon. 
including pipage to refinery. There 
is considerable loss in quantity in dis- 
{illation, to which must be added cost 
of fuel and labor, etc., showing that 
the present prices of gas oil aand fuel 
oil are very low. A few gad plants 
of older construction use somewhat 
lighter gravity oil, conlaining more 
naphtha, which costs a liltle higher 
price ; but four fifths of the gas oil 
and all of the fuel oil used in Ontario 
are of the above grades. 


Alleged Missilatements, 


In your issue of the 20th ull. an 
editorial reads as follows: a 

“The average advance in the price 
of gas oil during tho past year was 
100 per cent.” 

‘As an instance, and to show you 
how conclusively you haye been mis- 
led, I will place in_ the hands of Me- 
Laren, McDonald & Shepley, of To- 
ronto, or othar mutually satisfaclory 
solicitors, a marked check for $1,000, 
be held against a similar amount, to 
show, if you can produce proof, on in- 
duce your informant to prove this 
statement even approximately correct, 
the loser’s money to be given’ to any 
@oronto public charity. This offer is 
open for one month. (This is only one 
instance of what wild statements have 
been made in the press. 

The adyanes in the price of gais oil 
during the past year ranges from 25 
per cent. to 37 per cent., according ‘to 
gravity used, which is less than the 
advance in the United States in the 
same period. 

With such an uncertain product as 
petroleum, the increase or decrease of 
its production and the demands for 
its use fix the prices al which ib can. 
be sold, and it would be childish for 
any business man who has the facts 
before him to think that (he present 
prices of gasoil or olher ols are 
necesearily caused by the arbitrary 
act of the monopoly, And the above 
figures show conclusively the present 
situation due to natural causes. 

Adyanced Freight Rates. 

A good deal has been said about (tho 
advanced freight on American oil. My 
company imponts over 80 per cent. of 
the American lamp oil in Ontario, and 
pays on i texactly the sume freight 
as all other importers pay. We havo 
not received, nor expect to receive, 
either directly oc indirectly, any re- 
bate or reluction on these payments ; 
and I would be glud Lo see these rates 
reauced, 

Ordinarily (he advent of fresh 
cupilal expended in the country Lo de- 
velop its mining resources and to 
buiid new manufacturing plants is 
welcomed as an acquigsilion, but the 
action of the Standard Oil Company 
in coming to the assistance of the 
Canadian oil men with a large amount 
of fresh money, has been discussed by 


fome ag if were criminal on) gbho 
part of Canadians to permit it 
although this money thus brought, 


has been expended largely in agsist- 
ing the Imperial Oil Company Lo lereet 
in Ounada one of the latest and Deel 
equipped refining works in the world 
and to apply to tha treatment of our 
diffieull Ounadian crude, oil methods 
of refining, which make, it egual to 
American oil. [ believe that if this 
money had nol come in, Canudian oil 
to-day would be higher jn price, as 
well as poorer in qualily. We are 
| pow delivering from our tank wagons, 
in lwenty-gallon lots to Toronto 
stores, a higher-grade oil at four cents 
per gallon less than the price at syhich 
my old firm were selling in 1895 Am- 
erican oil of no better qualiiy, and 
(he average price of crude oil, for the 
same period was only $1.53 3-4 per 
barrel. I do not claim that the whole 
of this reduction is due lo the large 
investiment in Lhe new refinery; a 
good portion of it is due lo govern- 
: ment allowing the handling of oi! in 
bulk, by removing the former harass- 


ing restrictions. If the crude markels 
jind pot advanced the reduction would 
have been more noticeable, and « 
use of lank wagons extends pric 
lamp oil will be proportionately lower.

(@oronto Weekly Sun.) 


The Daily Globe of January 8rd con- 
tained several advertisements for 
teachers which throw some light on 
public education. One of these adver- 
ticements offers an assistant master- 
ship ina high school tou suilable per- 
son willing to teach mathematics and 
sciences for $600°a year. ‘Lhe position 
is one for which universily graduates 
qualify after perbaps seven years of 
study. Amother calls for a female 
teacher, who besides her duly as a 
teacher will be required to light fires 
and sweep the school fur a salary of 
$216 a year. Another calls for a male 
married, Protestant, experienced gec- 
ond class professional, of suituble age, 
weight and height, to teach for $590 2 
year. Amother offers $400 a year toa 
second class professional, and one of- 
fers a position as teacher in a rural 
échool in the long settied county of 
Grenville, at a salary of $200 a year. 
y vy adverlisements, probably, indi- 
cate fairly the remuneration of teach- 
ers in the rural and village schools. 
The highest salary, that offered to uni= 
versity men, does not exceed the wages 
of a skilled mechanic, while the lowest 
does nol equal the wages of a farm 
laborer. (Though living be cheap in 
the country, it is obvious that these 
salaries are not large enough to invite 
or keep capable teachers. Most ambi- 
tious persons, doubtless, make haste to 
find more profitable callings, and tha 
teaching profession is an endless pro- 
gression of the raw boys and girls still 
in their teens, with the girls in thetma- 
jority. Of scholarship there is per- 
haps enough. The departmental ex- 
aminations are supposed to guarantes 
(bat. But what is there of character? 
What will be the charncter of tha peo- 
ple trained in school by teachers ‘with 
no higher) qualification than a knowl- 
edge of square rool and gramniatics! 
analysis ? 

_We doubt very much the wisdom of 

filling the schools with wonien teach- 
ers. At all events, there are few who 
can teach well until their characters 
have formed in the crucible of ex- 
perience and reflection. Nor can any 
community overeslimale the general 
usefulness of an experienced tercher, 
who isin the language of advertising 
trustees a male. He becomes a centre 
of social activily, organizes meetings, 
settles disputes and fixes moral sland- 
ards with more authorily than the 
clergy, whose social activity is nar- 
rowed by the fnet that (hey can 
commund only the deference and res- 
pect of their own adherents. 

It is said that the Presbyterian 
ehurch has provided that all ministera 
shall receive not less Uhun $750 a year 
and a house. In the settled parts of 
Ontario, it is not uncommon to see nr 
community not larger than a school 
section supporting three or fonr 
clergymen. If the people can. do this, 
they ean hardly pled inability to 
raise the wages of the schoolmaster 
who, if his functions are not assnlt- 


ed as Lhose of the clergy, deserves at 
least, generous troatment.

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THE SOUTH AFRICAN WAR 


EPITOME OF THE BRITISH MOVE- 
MENTS UP TO DATE. 


‘This Does not Make Pleasant Reading 
The war in South Africa has now, 
lasted 112 days. Nev 
(he British have lost in killed, 
avyounded, and missing at least 8,000 


men. ; 
‘A conservative estimate places the 


Boer losses at 2,000. 

In Pretoria there are upwards of 2,- 
500 British prisoners; at Cape Town 
thare are 500 Boer prisoners. 
Nicholson’s nek about 800 British 
officers and men, and two-thirds of 
a mounted, battery were captured, and 
some 650 prisoners and two guns! fell 
into the hands of the Boers at Storm- 
berg. Eleven guns were also taken by 
the Boers at Colenso. 

The British plan of campaign of a

General Buller suffered a serious re- 
pulse at Colenso on December 15. In 
his official report to the War, Office

A de- 
spatch from a reliable correspondent 
received in London just before the 
siege began said there were provisions 
and ammunition enough to last three 
months. That limit is now being 
reached. 

Sir George White’s fate and that of 
some eight Lhousand gallant men, who 

have withstood a heavy bombardment, 
repelled two hard pressed attacks, and 
made two successful sorties, with the 
grim spectre of fever stalking in their 
midst, hangs in the balance, Will the 
British uuthorities relieve White of 
th» od um, of surrender, or will he be 
left to follow a soldier's instinct, and 
altempt to cut his way, out, of Lady- 
soni th. ? , 

London military critics haye for 
borne time past been contending that 
White has practically been sacrificed 
for political reasons, that he was 
ordered to hold Dundee if possible, 
Ladysmith at all hazards, because of 
Natalian exigencies. German military 
erilics have not minced words in 
their strictures upon a plan of cam- 
paign, in, which military requirements 
were made subservient to political 
swire-pulling. x 

Lord Methuen has fought four 
battles, and has advanced to within 
twenty-five miles of the beleaguered 
Kimberley, Belmont, Graspan and 
Modder river cost 1,167 lives, and at 
Magersfontein, where his progress was 
stopped, he lost 963 unvre men, He has 
‘been al a standstill for forty-nine 


days. Z 

Kimberley’s siege hag lasted 106 
days, and there is apparently ag little 
chance of relief for some lime to come 
as if Methuen, who is within easy, 
‘heliographing range, were al his start- 
ing point on the Orange river.

‘was invesled on Oct. 14, and since 
that daie Col. Baden-Powell, with 
1,600 irregulars, has kept at bay a 
Boer force wilh a varying strength 
of from 2,000 to 5,000 mem.

mons at 1.58 p.m. There was a 
large altendance of members. 

The Gentleman Usher of the Black 
Rod, General Sir M, S. Biddulph, 
summoned the Commons to the House 
of Lords at 2.05 p.m., where the 
Lord High Chancellor, Earl Halsbury 
read the Queen's speech. 

After tho reading of the specch, the 
House adjourned until 4 o'clock p. 
m., and the Commoners returned to 
(he House, which also suspended its 
sitting until 4 o'clock. 


IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS- 


Chamberlain Was Not Applauded From 
Any Partof tho House, 


When the procecdings were recom- 
nionced in the House of Commons, 
Mr. Balfour, the Government 
leader; Sir Tlenry Campbell-Banner- 
man, the Liberal leader, and others 
were loudly cheered by their respect- 
{ve followers, but Mr. Joseph Chain- 
berlain was not applauded from any 
part of the House. 

Tho Addrexs In Reply. 

Subsequently Capt. Ernest G. Prety- 
man, Conservative, member for the 
Woodbridge division of Suffolk, mov- 
ed the address in reply to the speech. 
Capt. Pretyman expressed the deep- 
est sympathy, Which he said was 
shared by both sides of the House, 
with the sufferers from the war, and 
the sufferings in Natal. We further 
referred to the feeling of admiration 
for (he gallantry of ‘the troops, 
which was fell by all parties and re- 
marked that additional common 
ground for pride was the gallantry 


and national spirit shown by both 
Great Britain and her colonies, He 
also expressed the hope that, after 


the war all race antagonism in South 
Africa would be obliterated, Contin- 
uing, Capt. Pretyman, who is a rey 
liredl captain of artillery, said an in- 
quiry Was nec as to how the 
requirements of the war had been so 
underestimeted. The captain then 
appealed for the union of all parties 
in support of the Government in its 
ellorts to satisfactorily conclude a 
just war. 

Mr. Tlerbert P. Pike-Pease, Liberal- 
Unionist, member for Darlington, sec- 
onded the address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne. 

Liberals leider’s Reply. 

The Liberal leader in the House of 
Conmmous, Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, then rose to reply, amidst. 
chee from the Opposition benches, 
Sir Henry, commenting on the 
Queen's Speech, said he had seldom 
known so little to be said in such a 


large number of words. As, how- 
ever, the war advanced, it became 
more difficult and more critical and 


he was not surprised that the Gov- 
ernment had not proposed a formid- 
able programme of legislation as af- 
fairs in South Africa, political and 
military, would undoubtedly engage 
the present Parlinment to a great ex- 
tent. 

The war was uppermost in all 
minds when the members separated 
in October, and it was believed there 
were Lroops enough in South Africa 
to rapidly clear the Queen's domin- 
ions. But their expectations had 
cen sobered. Week afler week had 
seen checks, disappointments and de 
plerable loss of life. In every in- 
stance the advance of the British 
troops had been stayed hy large bod- 
ies of the enemy. . But the country 
had again and again gone through 
greater perils with courage and com- 
posure and would not now depart 
from its high traditions. 

The courage and fortitude of Brit- 


ish soldiers was never more con- 
spicuous and they must associate 
with this, the sons of the colonies, 


who had shown extraordinary apti- 
tude in this kind of warfare. He ap- 
preciated the gallantry and devotion 
which led their countrymen to volun- 
teer, but he wished to know the rea- 
sons which necessitated this unusual 
method of reinforcing the army. He 
and his friends had resolved to sup- 
port a vigorous prosecution of the 
war, that the integrity of tho Queen's 
dominions be speedily vindicated, and 
he imagined there would be no diffi- 
cally in obtaining the additional sup- 
plies necessary. 

“Here my agreement with the Gov- 
erument ceases,’ said Sir WHenry 
Campbell-Bannerman. 

Attacked the Governmont. 


Sir Denry Campbell - Bannerman 
then proceeded with a bilter condem- 
nation of the Administration, and the 
tone and temper in which it had ap- 
proached the whole South African 
problem, saying that the narrowness 
of the Government's provision for 
military requirements necessitated 
hostilithes, and asserting that its pol- 
icy made war probable. He believed 
this feeling was largely shared by 
the House, and was glad of the op- 
portunity promised to express his 
opinion. The speaker repudiated tho 
idea that they should await the end 
of the war before discussing the mat- 
ler. This was the very time, he de- 
clared, for effective critisism, and 
those wishing to diselaim responsi- 
bility should do so now. 


Ho Blames Chumbertain, 


“The Ministers tell us Sir Henry 
continued, ‘‘that this war was un- 
dertaken to secure equal rights for 
White men. T hope they will trans- 
fer this laudable doctrine to this 
country. Many instances might be 
applied where too little consideration 
has been shown under Mr. Chamber- 


lain’s administration to the loyal 
Duteh of Cape Colony. The Cane 
Ministers, who are as much Crown 
Ministers ag Mr. Chamberlain, wero 


treated in a manner ill-caleulated to 
allay doubts and fears, 

“The recess brought many speeches 
on this subject, and ‘astonishment 
succeeded astonishment at their 
statements. They now declare that 
it was inevitable, which was ob- 
viously an ex-post facto opinion, and

If the 
Government had aske Parliament 
last August, he continued, to author- 
ize the despatch of a large army it 
would have been not only oxtremely 
bad diplomacy, but it would proba- 
bly have been impossible to persuaile 
Parliament of its necessity. 

Replying to the direct question put 
by Sir Henry Campbell.Bannerman, 


“Did Gen, Buller go to Natal purely 
dis- 


in the exercise of his military 
cretion?” Mr. Balfour answered 
tho affirmative. Ho then procec 
to rebuke the Opposition for criticis- 
ing the War Office, declaring that it 
was solely due to the efforts of the 
Government during the last three 
years that the army and armaments 
were greatly improved. 

“The Opposition,’ said Mr,  Bal- 
four, “are apparently ready to take 
upon their own shoulders the Gov- 
ernment of the country and the con- 
duct of tho war. I wish them well 
through the task. The Government 
has not disguised from itself tho 
magnitude of the task and if Parlia- 
nent should think it advisable to 
change the Government at the pres- 
ent juncture I cop only say that TI 
would support any succeeding Goy- 
ernment in the steps necessary to 
prosecute the war to the .conclugloe 
We all dastre. But the Goveriment 
will endeavor to discharge the great 
responsibility so long as it retains 
the confidence of Parliament.” 

Vitzmaurtce’s Amendment. 


Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice, brother 
to the Marquis of Lansdowne, Secre- 
tary of State for War, then moved 


this amandment to the address: 
And we humbly express our re- 
gret at the want of foresight and 


judgment displayed by Her Majesty's 
advisers, as shown alike in their con- 
duct of African affairs since 1895, 
and in their preparations for the war 
now proceeding.’’ 

Lord Fitzmaurice attacked Mr. 
Chambertain’s policy, especially his 
fnilure to punish the raiders and the 
retention of Mr. Cecil Rhodes as a 
member of the Privy Council, to- 
gether with ‘irritating and reckless 
methods that plunged the country 
into war before any adequate  pre- 
parations were possible.”’ 

The debate was then adjourned. 


IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS, 


Enrl of Kimborloy, Premier Salisbury and 
Lord Rosebury Speaks. 


On the resumption of business in 
the House of Lords, the galleries 
were thronged, Lords Northcote and 
Avebury (the latter was formerly Sir 
John Lubbock) took spats with the 
United States Ambassador, Mr. Jos- 
eph H. Choate, in the diplomatic gal- 
lery. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Connaught and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge were seated on the cross 
benches. 

There were many ladies in the gal- 
leries and there was an unusually 
large attendance of peers. 

The Address in Meply- 

The Duke of Somerset moved an 
address in reply to the Queen's 
speech, and the Earl of Shaftesbury 
seconded the motion. 

Eulozizod Ounada's Loyalty, 

The Duke of Somerset then eulogiz- 
ed the loyalty of the colonies, es- 
pecially Canada, and strongly depre 
cated the adverse criticism of Gen. 
Buller, his remarks in this connection 
being cheered. He said he had every 
confidence in Gen. Buller and in Lord 
Roberts. 

The Earl of Shaftsbury (Conserva- 
tive) emphasized the debt of grati- 
tude which Great Eritain owed to 
her colonies and expressed satisfac- 
tion at the settlement of the Sumoan 
question. 

Tho Liberal Loader. 


The Liberal leader in the House of 


Lords, the Earl of Kimberley, fol- 
lowed, He said he was glad to 
learn that Great Britain’s relations 


with other states were friendly. He 
added that he believed the term could 
be justly applied to the relations 
with European Governments and the 
United States, and deprecated undue 
attention to the attacks in the for- 
eign press. His Jordship congratu- 
lated Lord Salisbury on the conclu- 


sion of the agreement with Germany, 
but strongly disapproved of the 
tone of Mr. Chamberlain's speeches. 


In that connection, however, he paid 
a warm tribute to the conduct of the 
soldiers in the field and to the loyal- 
ty of the British colonies. 

The Earl of Kimberley, continuing, 
said that, although the moment was 
one of deepest gravity, he would en- 
tirely abstain from criticising the 
conduct of the generals. It was the 
duty of the Government to select men 
to conduct these operations, and it 
was their duty to support the Gov- 
ernment. It was thereforo unwise to 
criticise the generals in these oners~ 
tions. He did not mean to imply 
thal the generals were not doing 
their utmost to fulfil their arduous 
duties, but tho Government would bo 
wise if it made every effort to  pre- 
pare thoroughly for What might oc- 
cur in the future, 

Continuing, Lord Kimberley said. 
“We might meet a period of disaster, 
and, although our relations with the 
other powers are friendly, it would 
bo well to consider the possibilities 
of the future, and it would be well 
if the Government prepared for all 
eventuplities and all dangers, and 
he ready for the means to surmount 
them. ‘The Government. does not 
seem to have been aware of the scalo 
of preparalicss of the South African 
Republics. 

Lord Kimberley also urged that the 
Government ought to have been 
aware of the importation of arms 
into the Transvaal, and ought to 
have informed the Transvaal that un-

Jameson Raid Did It. 


Baron Balfour of Burleigh said the 
Jameson raid had closed the mouth 
of the Government ond prevented it 
from protesting against the arming 
of the Transvaal. But, ho added, the 
Government niust have known arma-~ 
ments were accumulating to an ex- 
tent unjustified by the fears of an- 
other raid. 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh also said 
it was ~he duty of the Government to 
communicate with the Boer Govern- 
ment on the subject of Increased 
armaments, but as the firse siep, it 
ought to severely punish th) raiders. 
Tho country had not reaches o pass 
that if the Government appegled to 
it, it would have supported the Gov- 
ernment in any preparations it 
thought necessary. He -vould do 
nothing to prevent the Government 
from carrying the war to 2 success- 
ful conclusion. 

Lord Salisbury's Reply. 


Lord Salisbury, in reply to tho 
Earl of Kimberley, asserted that 
thore was nothing in the stipulations 
of the conventions to limit and hin- 
der the importation af arms and am- 
munition into the Transvaal through 
Lorenzo Marquez Continuing, the 
Premier said: ‘‘We must join togeth- 
er and exercise all our powers in ex- 
tricating ourselves from a situation 
full of humiliation and not free from 
danger, I will not say The danger 
may not have easily been exaggerat- 
ed. Many a country has commenced 
a war with difficulties of the kind 
we aro experiencing. 

“We have only to look at what the 
Northern States of America went 
through at the beginning of the civil 
war to sce how easy it would be to 
draw a mistaken inference from the 
reverses we have met at the outset. 
We have every ground to think that 
if we set ourselves heartily to work} 
and exert all the undoubted instru- 
ments of the power we possess, We 
shall bring the war to a satisfactory 
conclusion. We have work which 
appeals to us as subjects of the 
Queen, and it must throw in the 
shade all thoughts of party exped- 
iency.’” 

Lord Salisbury then said he regret- 
ted that Lord Edmund Titzmaurice 
in the House of Commons was about 
ta bring this great issue into party 
controversy, adding that the only 
place where his action would meet 
with sympathy was Pretoria. ‘Our 
effort,’’ the Premier continued, ‘‘must 
be to retrieve ourselves from the pre- 
sent situation, which cannot be al- 
lowed to last. This Empire is a val- 
uable and splendid, but responsible, 
possession. We must concentrate our 
efforts. If we do not tame all the 
smaller possessions into one great 
duty we run the danger of convul- 
sions, Which will tarnish the Em- 
pire's lustre and perhaps menace its 
inlegrity."” ” 

Lord Rosebery’s Speech, 


Lord Rosebery, who followed Lord 
Salisbury, spoke with great force and 
earnestness. He asked why the Pre- 
mier made it so difficult for the man- 
in-the-street to support his policy ? 
The past conduct of the Goy 
would come up for inves 
some day, he hoped, adding: ‘‘We 
have the right to know if, before the 
‘crisis, the Intelligence Department 
supplied the Government with svfll- 
cient information. If not, dismiss 
the department. If the Government 
possess the information their respon- 
sibility is heavy. I hope that when 
the time for the investigation arrives 
those who have served the Qveen 
will be covered with such glory that 
the eyes of the investigators will ke 
dazzled. 

“I was appalled at the nature and 
style of Lord Salisbury’s speech. We 
have now 120,000 men in South Ai- 
rica, yet we are with dilliculty hold- 
ing our own. The attitude of for- 
eign ‘nations is discribed as friendly. 
But that docs not strike me as be 
ing so amicable as the word would 
imply. I deem it necessary to know 
What the Government is going to do. 
Tord Salisbury said the cause of our 
distress Was the smallness of secret 
service fund and the British consti- 
tution. But what is the Govern- 
men's duty? 

“Some form of compulsory service 
must be introduced to meet the grow- 
ing exigencies of the Empire, and I 
am sure fhe nation will not shrink 
from either that or any other sacri- 
fice to preserve the Empire’s predom- 
inance. That we should not shrink 
from sending away vast masses of 
troops, situated as we are in the con- 
tre of a universe by no means friond- 
ly to us, without having a hint from 
tho Government of the military meas- 
ures it proposes taking to face the 
disasters we have met, and the sac- 
rifices we have made, is one of the 
most extraordinary features of the 
British constitution. I agree with 
Lord Salisbury that the country can 
carry this thing through in spite of 
all the impediments of men and 
methods that have shakled {t {n the 
past, but I venture to say it will 
have to be inspired by a loftier tone 
and truer patriotism than that 
shown by the Prime Minister.’*

@ard for the general discredit at- 
taching to Great Britain in the minds 
of foreigners by the events connected 
with the Jameson raid, it was the 
duty of the Government to take up 
the broken threads and pursue tho 
inquiry to its final end. The Par- 
liamentary Committee of Inquiry, he 
further asserted, was a scandal and 
a dishonor to the House, and there 
Was a suspicion that the raid was 
organized with the complicity of Mr, 
Chamberlain. 

Mr. William St. John Broderick, Un- 
der Secretary of Foreign Affairs, clos- 
ed yesterday's debate. He traversed 
generally the indictments of the Op- 
position, which he characterized as 
“immoral’’ at such a time as the 
present. No Conservative, he added, 
defended the raid, from which the 
Government had sufiered more than 
anybody, because when the raid had 
been precipitated “President Kruger 
“had almost reached the end of his 
tether with his own burghers on 
account of the treatment of the UVit- 
londers."’

213,000 TROOPS. 


The Biggest Army Britain Ever Sont Out 
in South Africa. 


London, Feb. 2. — (4.30 a.m,) — 
Mr. Wyndham’s declaration in the 
House of Commons that Great Bri- 
tain will have in a fortnight 180,- 
000 regulars in South Africa, 7,000 
Canadians and Australians and 26,- 
000 South African volunteers, is re- 
ceived with wonderment, Of this 
total of 213,000 troops, with 452 
Guns, all are now there, with the 
exception of about 18,000 that are 
afloat. Beyond comparison, this is 
the largest force Great Britain has 
ever put into the fleld. At the end 
of the Crimea War she had scraped 
together 80,000 men, Wellington at 
Waterloo had 25,000.

Draw Forth a Spirited Reply 
From Secretary Wyndham.

London, Feb. 2. — In the House of 
Commons yesterday the Government 
carried most of the questions in re 
gard to the war in South Africa. Mr. 
George Wyndham, the Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of State for War, 
Said that information in regard to 
the forces remaining in the United 
Kingdom would be included in the 
Statement which the Government 
would make shortly. 

Relative to the Speech made by Gen, 
Lord Wolseley, the commander-jn- 
chief, explaining the British reverses 
in South Africa, Mr. Wyndham said 
that Gen. Wolseley merely intended 
to convey the upression that the 
military qualities shown by the Boers 
Were of a higher order than had been 
anticipated. 

At this remark, the Irish members 
cheered. 

Not the Time to Reply. 


Mr. Balfour the Government leader, 
said in answer to a question, that 
While the military Operations were 
Procecding he could not answer anv 
inquiry as to the slaughter of the 
Highlanders at Magersfontein. . He 
Gave practically the same answer re 
Garding the despatches of Major-Gen_ 
Sir Wm. Francis Butler, who was in 
command of the British troops in 
South Africa until August, 1899. 

Replying to auestions relating 
the letters of Mr. B. FB. Hawksley, 
counsel for the British South Africa 
Company, and other letters published 
by the Independeace Belge, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Chamberlain, admitted that those of

rect. 


Sir Charles Dilke, advanced Radical 
member of the Forest of Dean Divis- 
fon of Gloucestershire, resumed the 
debate on Lord Edmund Fitzmaur- 
ice’s amendment to the address in re 
ply to the speech from the throne. 
In the course of his speech he said 
the country’s military reputation wag 
never lower, and even now the Gov- 
ernment failed to grasp the serious- 
ness of the war. 

Wyndham’s Reasonable Remarks, 


Mr. George Wyndham, Parliamen- 
tary “retary for the War Office, 
who followed, admitted the War Of- 
fice had not been impregnable, but he 
argued that the Government had done 
its best, considering the limitations 
of the military system, and welcom- 
ed criticism, as the country would 
thus be enabled to turn to best ac- 
count the tide of patriotism and the 
lessons of war. If the Government 
had done wrong, he continued, it had 
done it with right motives. The two 
cardinal points in the campaign were: 
first, a desire to give diplomacy a 
chance; secondly, the decision of 
Gen. Buller to relleve Ladysmith. It 
must not be supposed that he criti- 
cised Gen. Buller’s decision. Gen. 
Buller was on the spot and could 
doubtless explain his action. It was 
easy to conceive other disasters Which 
might have occurred along another 
line of advance. They might have 
had a universal rise of the Cape 
Dutch. 

Mr. Wyndham again deplored the 
amendment, which, he asserted, 
would be “‘misunderstood by the con. 
tinental critics, by oun fellow 
jects in Natal, and by our kinsmen 
in America, who are Watching 
vicissitudes of the strugrle.”” 

As regards the forces engaged, Mr. 
Wyndham said, that exclusive of the 
8th division ana tne 4th cavalry bri- 
gade.

Sir Edward Grey, Liberal, member 
for Berwick-on-Tweed, said he recog- 
nized that the speech of Mr. Wynd- 
ham was one which gave greater 
Strength to the Government and had 
done something to lift the gloow 
that had fallen on the country. 
“There are differences of opinion 
among the Opposition,” he continu- 
ed, “but the amendment is not in- 
tended to cover these differences, We 
cannot withhold censure for what is 
Past, but we are Prepared to give the 
Government our Support in the fu- 
ture and are prepared to help in pro- 
Secuting the war to the end. The 
dominating object of the Govern- 
ment’s policy is equality of Tights be 
tween the white races in South Af 
Point of import- 
ance, to see that never again shall it 


be possible for a vast arsenal to be 
formed there under other control than 
that of Great Britain.

forced the issue upon them.

does not cust {co much. Tuo cxperi- 
ments curried on by other counties 
have served to demonstrate that the 
sentimental carries wilh il the prac- 
fical—Uhat not only is the lot of the 
poor made happier, bul thai their 
maintenance in a House of Refuge 
isa money-siying plan. 

{he county of Victoria is populous 
and wealthy, and being entirely free 
of debt, is in a position to! undertake 
the erection of a home fur the poor 
on the lines followed in other muni 
palities, It has been said that Mari- 
posa blocked the schems hefore—if so, 
we feel certain that the action was due 
to fack of information ag to the na- 
ture of the obligations lo be assumed. 
(Mariposa ie a rich township, and 
would have to bear a large portion 
of the cost, but we haye too‘much ron- 
fidence in the christian principles of 
the people to doubt their willingneea 
to pay their share when once their 
duty is made plain to them. 

In this connection (he following, 
taken from the London Advertisar, 
will be read with interest : 

‘Essex county has arranged to erect 
and maintain a House of Refuge for 
the care of ils indigent puor. It ig 
likely that Stormont, Dundas and 
Glengarry will at no distant day, fol- 
low suit. The special committe» pro- 
moting the much-lo-be-desirel re- 
form have been accumulating facts, 
which show what other counties have 
heen doing in this regard. Here ig 
a slatement regarding these Homes in 
the undermentioned counties : 
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observed that Middlesex 
county was the third lo fall info line 
in providing for a House of Refuge. 


Before doing so, (he county authorities 
found that in tbe progressive and well- 
govermea counties of Norfolk and Wat- 
erloo the system worked weil, aud thac 
it was to be preferred not unly ov the 
ground of humanity, but econonty. 
Neither in this couaty, nor in any of 
the other enterprising counties which 
have adopted the “Home” method of 
maintaining indigents, would the rate- 
payers for a moment think of return- 
ing to the old system of managing the 
poor and needy. 1t is scandalous that 
more counties have ‘not followed their 
example and taken advantage of the 
offer of substantial aid by the On- 
tario government from _ provincial 
funds. To piace the helpless aged and 
infivm parsons in jail as vagrants, for 
Jack of resonable and christtau Lucil- 
ities for theic maintenance is acrinw 
against humanity, of which no self- 
respecling community should be 
guilly.

THE BIRTH RATE OF ONTARIO. 


The New York Sun has been recently 
calling attention to a subject of very 
great interest to Canadians, bul which 
doeg) not appear to have atLracted the, 
notice on this gide of the line which 
its importance merils. It says; 

“The recent publication of statistics 
of the births and deaths in the pro- 
vince of Ontario for 1898 reveals an 
alarming condition of affairs. Not- 
withstanding all the efforts lo swell 
the figures the total birth rate of the 
province shows as small a percentaga 
ag the birth rate of France, which is 
| lower than that of any other country 
| in Europe. It appears that the birth 

rale is highest im {he countries in 

Ontario having a large -French-Can- 

adian population, and the lowest in the 

purely English speaking countries.” 
This is a very surprising position 
from the standpoint of populat’on, and 
equally so from ite moral and social 
aspects. 
fhe statistician for Lhe province of 

Ontario does not hegilate, to ascribe 

thie state to a low condition of public 

morality, although upon that phase of 
| the subject the writer in {he New York 
Sun does not enlarge. He draws one 
startling conclusion, however, the cor- 
rectness of which it is nol easy to 
gainsay. He sy lhere can be only one 
result, and that is the Brenchifying 
of the Canadian proyinces. Not a 
great many years ago the number of 
French-Canadians in Ontario could 
le counted by hundreds, whereas to- 
day they exceed 150,000 in number. 
Two hundred years ago the number of 
French settlers in Canada was ascer- 
tained to be 9,700; but by doubling 
every 27 years there are now 2,200,009. 
At the same rale of increase, in a 
little more than a century the French- 
Canadian population of thse North 
American continent will exceed 70,000,- 
006, 

A French-Canadian paper, in’ re- 
ferring to this question, gives all the 
credit to the women of the French 
tace. Whatever may be the true 
couse, several serious thoughts will 
suggest themselves (to the thinking 
Canadians, Passing over the moral 
amd social aspect of the matter, the 
problem preeemled is that of a rapid 
increase of Freneh-Canadians in Ca- 
ada on one hand, and a serious decline 
in the rate.of increase among the 
Tnglish epeaking people of the Do- 
tainion Jt is a queetion how far im- 
migration will serve to maintain the 
existing proportion of French-Can- 
adiane. to the remainder of the popu- 
lation. ‘The question may well engage 
the attention of the moralist, the 
economist, and possibly the law-maker 
)im Canada. We have heard much of 
i the decadence of France from this 
| identical cause. French publicists and 
‘scientists have realized how surely 


ir country is declining as ihe re- 
aibor the unwillingness of the peo- 
ple over Lhe greater part of france to 
have other than small fumilies, and 
it will be o painful surprise to the 
people of Canada to learn that a 
similar cause of Rennes eey be oper- 

i i his youn, jomi hs 
a aaah French weiter, Mr. 
Desmouliu, recently published a most 
interesting and instructive work on 
the superiority of the Anglo-Sixon 
race, in which he dwelt on the alacm- 
ing state of hinge in Brance in con- 
neelion with, the birth rate, and point- 
ed to (he rapid increase of population 
in Great Britain and her colonies as 
one of (he chief elements of her success 
and growing ascendancy. He gaye it 
ag hia opinion (hab tbe universal cus- 
tom in France of providing a sub- 
etamlial dowry for each marriageable 
child was largely responsible for the 
Jow birth rate in that country. If this 
has Leen ascertained to be the chief 
cause in France, it can scarcely be 
enid to apply to Canada. We have no 
such fixed custom here. It may be 
that the cause is) lo be found In a 
low marraige rate; for il can be easily, 
demonatraled (hat an enormous num~ 
ber of young men are remaining 
single, and that those. who marry ace 
marrying much later in life than was 
the cnge 25 years ago. Many think 
that the fundamental cause for tho 
prevailing low marriage rate is the 
enhanced, scale of living which ig now, 
general, and there seems to bye a good 


deal in that view of the matter.

What is Being Done Hlsewhere. 

—The Japanese government owned 
railways pnid a net profit of 7 1-2 
por cent. last year. 

—The Laramie, Ind., Times is Tmalk- 
ing a fight for city ownership of 
electric lights. It says the city in 25 
years hag saved $100,000 net by owning 
‘Te waterworks, 
ie ie town of Orea, Sweden, has 
an annual income of $150,000 through 
municipal ownership and operation of 
tree planting; as. arepult of this 
socialistic enterprise there are no 
taxes. Rnilways, telephones, schools 
and many other things are free. | 

—Memphis, Tenn., constructed 35 
miles of sewers at a cost of $100,000 
with an eight hour work day. 

—By a vote of 497 to 104 tha electors 
of Woodstock, Ont., have declared in 
favor of the purchase of the electric 
light plant. The Daily; Sentinel-Re- 
view has been an able champion for 
municipal lights. : 

—North Vernon, Ohio, population 3,- 
000, has « municipal light plant. Toe 
city uses GL arcs and furnishes 
private consumers 2,000 incandescents. 
The rate to private consumers is 25 
cents a month, or 5 cenls per 1,000 
walts. The plant is a moory maker 
and the revenue pays two-thirds of 
the cost of the street lights. 

—Mitchell, a New York state town 
of 2,006 inhabitants, owns « $15,000 
plant. It is successfully operated. The 
city uses 40 street lights, and furnishes 
incandescents at 25 cents a month. 
Tho operating expenses are from $300 
(o $600 greater than the receipts from 
private lighting each year. This 
makes the street lights cost about $15 
a year. Sem 

—A correspondent of the Indianapo- 
lis Press says: The town of Edinburg, 
south of this city, has attained al- 
most u national reputation because of 
wonderfully successful municipal 
ownership. Incandesceal lights for 
residences cost but 15 cenls a month 
and business portions are served for 
20 cents. ‘The light is better than that 
for which Indianapolis is paying a 
minimum of $1 for. It is claimed that 
no city in the world can beat this 
rate, Water is but $1 per annum, and 
telephones 50 cents and $1 a month. 
Edinburg is a thoroughly up-to-date 
city and still has a feeling of rivalry 
for Franklin, the county seat, 


CANADA'S 1 XP- NSION. 

Mhe remarkable expansion in the 
trade of Canada was vividly, set forth 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
Montreal Board of Trade. Mr. C. FL 
Smith, the retiring president, said: 

“First of all, as to the; Dominion of 
Canda. The total imports in 1850 for 
Upper and Lower Canada and the Pro- 
vinces of Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick amounted to $33,000,000, and the 
exports only to $26,000,000. A quarter 
of a century Jater, in 1875 the im- 
ports had increaged to $121,000,000, and 
the exports had reached $75,000,000. 
The figures for imports in 1899 are not 
available, but I have taken the f'gures 
of 1898, (he imports in which ‘amount- 
ed to $140,000,000, while the exports 
perched the grand sum of $155,v00,- 
G0U. . 

“In 1850 the port of Montreal im- 
ported $7,835,000, and the exports were 
only $2,053,000. A quarter of acen- 
tury Jater Uhe imports at this port 
were $35,000,000, and the exports $16,- 
189,000, while im 1899 the total im- 
ports at the port of Montreal were 
$65,615,000, umd the exports $64,000,- 
v00, Taken by percentages in com- 
parison with the total exports of the 
country, the port of Montreal is im- 
proving, In 1850, of the total exports 
of the country, only 8 per cent. was 
shipped from this port, while in 1875 
(after Confederation), of the total ex- 
ports of the country 211-2 per cent. 
was shipped via Montreal. {£ think 
that shows 4 grand progress. And 
lust year there was shipped from this 
port over 40 per cent. of the total 
exports of the Dominion. I think the 
port may well be congratulated on 
ils continued prosperity. 

“Jusl two or three other figurea to 
show the accumulation of wealth in 
the Dominion during the same period. 
‘Taking the banking statistics, in 1850 
the bunking capital of what 1s now, 
the whole Dominion, exclusive of the 
Province of British Columbia, only 
amounted to $13,450,000, and those 
banks at that time had deposits bear- 
ing interest amounting to only $2,- 
670,000. Twenty-five years later (ho 
banking capital had increased to $63,- 
367,600, and the deposits bearing in- 
terest amounted to $28,481,000. I find 
that the banking capital for 1899 has 
nol increased over the period of 1875 
materially, only a few thousand dol- 
lars’ additional capital in the last 
twenty-five years. [ think that is a 
very good sign. The deposits hearing 
interest in 1899 amounted to $168,000,- 
G00. on enormous increase of wealth. 
{ think it wise that our banking capital 
has not increased. It has increased, 
but not in the shape of capilal. Lt bag 
increased in the enormous amount of 
‘rest’ that the banks have accumulated. 
They have about $29,000,000 of ‘rest,’ 
and in addition, some of them bsyve a 
very large contingent account, and 
again, they have to-day what they did 
not haven quprter of a century ago— 
a reserved interest fund, which I 
think is a very good Lhing. {£ think 
the contingent account, and the re- 
served inlerest fund, will really make 
the capital of the banks umount to 
$100,000,000. H

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PARLIAMENT OPENED. 


Ceremonies Connected With the 
Reading of the Speech. 


THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


National Growth— lcference to the Prus- 
perity of the Country—The Gust of 
the War—Will to Provide for tho 
Equipping of the Contiogents— 
New Liberal Mombors 
Introduced, 


Ottawa, Feb, — With weather 
16 degrees below zero the Parliament 
of Canada was opened yesterday af- 
ternoon, At 8 o'clock the Governor- 
General drove up to the Parliament 
buildings, accompanied by the riding 
escort of the Princess Louizxe Dra- 
goons. When Mr. Speaker Buin oyen- 
ed the procvedings in the House of 
Commons there were about 150 Inenmi~ 
bers present. After the Commoners 
repaired to the Senate chamber the 
Governor-General read the following: 

Speech trom the Thre: 
Honorable gentlemen of the 


nate; 


Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: 
Tt is again my pleasing duty to 


congratulate you on the continued 
prospérity of the Dominion and on 
the remarkable increase in the gen- 
eral volume of the revenue and of 
the exports and imports of the coun- 
try. 

The Canadian Continents. 


Vostilities having unfortunately 
broken out during the recess between 
Great Britain and the South African 
Republic, it appeared to my Minis- 
ters expedient to anticipate the ac- 
tion of Parliament by equipping and 
forwarding two contingents of volun- 
teers to the scat of war as a practi- 
cal evidence of the profound devotion 
and loyalty of the entire people of 
Canada to the Sovereign and institu- 
tions of the British Empire.. In this 
connection it is a matter of pride 
ane gratification to the people of this 
Dominion that, in addition to these 
contingents sent by the Government 
another Canadian force is being or- 
ganized and despatched at the pe 
sonel expense of the High Conimis- 
sioner of Canada. ‘Vhis generous and 
patriotic action upon the part of 
Lord Strathcona reflects high honor 
on him and on the Dominion he re- 
presents. I have heen instructed to 
convey ta you Her Majesty's high 
ation ef the loyalty and pa~ 

s thus displayed, which, fol- 
lowing the preference granted uuder 
the present tarifi to articles of Brit- 
ish manufacture, has had the happiest 
effect in cementing and intensifying 
the cordial relations subsisting be 
tween Canada and the mother vcdun- 
try. A bill will be submitted for 
your approval making provision for 
the cost of equipping and paying the 
Canadian contingents. 

The measures which have been tak- 
en from time to time to facilitate the 
safe transportation of foodstufis to 
European markets have resulted in a 
large increase in the exportation of 
several important articles of pro- 
duce, and it may become necessary 
in the interest af this very important 
branch of industry to require a more 
careful inspection than has been cus- 
tomeary for the purpose of maintain- 
ing that high standard of excellence 
heretofore secured, and which is ab- 
solutely indispensable if the people of 
Canada are to increase their large 
and profitable trade with other coun- 
tries in these commodities.

I am glid to observe that the re

Workingmen's Questions, 


It gives me great pleasure to ob- 
serve that, in pursuance of the policy 
which Was defined at the last session 
of Parliament, a carefully devised 
body of regulations has been adopt- 
ed, applicable to all railway and 
public works within the Federal 
jurisdiction, making adequate pro- 
vision for the sanitary protection 
and medical care of workingmen. 
The attention of the Government has 
been called to the conflicts which oc- 
casionally arise between workmen 
and their euiployers. While it may 
not be possible 10 wholly prevent 
such difficulties by legislation, my 
tovernment thinks that manv of the 
disputes might be avoided if better 
provisions could te made for the 
friendly intervention of a Board of 
Conciliation, the conclusions of 
which, while~-not legally binding, 
would have much weight with both 
sides and be useful in bringing an in- 
telligent public opinion to bear on 
these complicated subjects. You will 
be invited to consider whether tho 
Provincial legislation in this matter 
may not be usefully supplemented by 
un enactment providing for the ‘es- 
tablishment of a UWominion tribunal 
for assisting in the scttlement of such 
ques(ions. 

Tam happy to observe that the 
number of settlers who have taken 
up lands in Manitoba and in the 
Northwest Territories is larger than 
in any previous year, and affords 
conclusive cyidence of the success 
which has attended the efforts of my 
Government to promote immigration, 
and I have no doubt that the gfeat- 
ly Increased production of the west 
will henceforth add materially to 
the growth of the trade of the whole 
Dominion, While the efforts made 
to secure increased population for the 
West have thus been successful, much 
attention has also been deveted to 
the repatriation of Canadians who in 
less prosperous times have left Can- 
ada. You will be pleased to learn

doubt, receive at your hands the

Industry Whichis Grow- 
ing Enurmously in U: 8, 


NUMEROUS FACTORIES BUILT 
DURING THE LAST FEW YEARS,

Visit tothe Bert-raising District in the 

Valley of the Great Salt Lake. 

It is a sound argument that money, 
sept out of Canada, for any article 
which can bs produced at home| hs 
cheaply as it cam’ be bought abroad, 
is national waste. In 1898 more: than 
$00,000,000 pounds of sugar, represent~ 
ing a money value of over $7,000,000, 
were imported into Canada for home 
consumption. 

All the information ow the sub- 
ject goes to prove that every dollar’s 
worth of sugar can he produced in 
our own country at less cost, to the 
consumer than at present. besides 
the inunense amount of work that 
Such an industry would give to the 
working classes, it would prove an 
inestimable boon to the farmere of 
the provinces, who more, and ‘more are 
being driven out of, the once profit- 
able grain business into, mixed, farm- 
ing. As nearly as can be calculated, 
it would require an arga of about 750,- 
WOO acres of cullivated land tol pro- 
duce the quantity of sugar, consumed 
in Canafia, but after the saccharine 
matter is extracted froin the beet the 
pulp is hardly less valuable asia cattle, 
food, whilst the exhaustive nature of 
the crop is hardly noticeable. 

It is strange that an industry; of 
such importance as the production of 
sugar for home use and for,export, ire- 
ceives so little attention at the hands 
of those who should; be the most in- 
(erested—the farmers in Gerniany, 
where (he climate is abouwl the game 
a6 we have in Canada, with no ‘better 
soil for the purpose, produce immense 
quantities of beet sugar. ‘lhe ques- 
ition is, why should we not follow suit?, 
If tha industry requires special aid 
from parliament to place il) on a firm 
footing, then let such aid be given 
for a time. A matter that is fraught 
wilk such possibilities for good ‘to the, 
whole country should receive the im- 
mediate and careful attention of our 
Federal government, 

‘tbe following article from a special 
correspondent of the ‘loronto Globe, 
bearing on the subject, must prove 
instructive to tha farmers, who are tha 
most interested in having such an in- 
dustry established : i 
_ Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 8—1 vis- 
ited to-day one of the largest beet 
sugar centres in the United States. 
It is in the valley, of the Great Salt 
Lake, within a few bours’ ride of 
Salt Lake City, and the company 
which owns it will make in the neigh- 
‘borhood of 18,000,000 pounds of white 
sugar this year. ' 
_ he beet sugar industry is incress- 
ing enormously. There are now im- 
mense factories in a dozen different 
Stptes, and twenty new ones have 
been erected this year. In Michigan 
alone eight beet sugar fuctories have 
been constructed; there are new fac- 
torie@ in Idaho, and there are two very 
large ones in Utah. Culifornia alono 
produced more than 90,000,060 pounds 
of beet sugar in 1899. Michigan ex- 
pects to produce about 60,000,000 
pounds, aud Nebraska, Minnesola, INl- 
ino‘s and New York will each turn 
oul sugar by the millions of pounds. 
Ths industry is springing up in Ore- 
gon and also in New Mexico, and, fit 
will be within a short time a profil- 
able Industry in hal€ of the Statee 
of the Union. 

Tt is estimated that more than 
260,060,000 pounds of beet gugar were 
made Jast year and that the amount 
will be considerably increased in 
1900. We are now paying oul about 
$100,000,060 annually to foreign coun- 
{ries for sugar.~ We are using more 
sugir every year. Our teeth get 
sweeter and we have more of them. Tn 
1880 Lhe average was only 40 pounds 
per capila, or about four-fifths of a 
pound per week for a person. In 
APSE it had increased to 62 pounds, and 
it is now estimated that on an aver- 
age every man, woman and child in 
the United States eats al least one 
and one-half pounds of sugar every 
week. 


Money in the Sugar Business. 
(There is lots of money’ in the sugar 
business. (be Utah company has been 
paying regular cash dividends of from 
10 per cent. to 12 per cent. per annum, 
in addition to a number of stock divi- 
dends. Last year, I think, they paid 
apoul 20 per cent. Their slock is now

How the Beet are Re 
Tt was in company of Bishop Thomas 
R Cutler and a crowd of Mormons 
that I took the train this morning Lo 
visit the big beet-sugar factory at 
Ichi. We rode about forty miles 
from Salt Lake down the valley, now 
passing (rain-loads of cars filled with 
White beets, now going by great fields 
in which the green-top beets were be- 
ing ploughed out of the ground by the 
farmers, and now seeing long lines 
of teams carrying them to (he rpil- 
road or the factory. Beet raising Is 
fast becoming the chief industry in 
this, ection, The company controls the 


ised. 


product. It allots to each farmer just 
eo many acres of his own land for 
beets every year, and no more. ‘The 
usual amount is from five lo six 


acres. The company furnishes seed and 
plants the land for the farmer, and 
agrees to take the beats of, him when 
at a certain fixed 


they are raised 

prica, Dhe charge for seed and plant- 
ing is about §2.75 an acre, and it 
costs the farmer in labor about $35 


an acre to raise the crop. ‘This in- 
cludes pay for his own: labor and ‘that 
of his family, so that: in jwctual money 
outlay the cost is low. From each 
acre he can raise from thirteen {to fif- 
teen tons of beets, for which ho ean 
get cash at the factory tothe amount 
of $4.50 per ton, so that heclears from 
$25 to $30 per acre, and at the same 
time has big pay) for Jabor of him- 
self and his children. 
Ad finst (ho farmers would not raise 
ths beets. They wero afraid of them. 
Bishop Cutler and hisagssistants went 
about from schoolhouse to school- 
housa lecturing on the profile to be 
made out of beet farming. Now they, 
have more applications for seed than 
they can supply. M@hey have in the 
meighborhood of 4,300 acres under cul- 
tivation, and next year expect lo di- 
rect the putting in of more than 8,000 
acres. The land, it must be remem- 
bered, belongs to the farmers, but the 
company regulates just what shall be 
used and ho much of it shall be 
planted. 

Not Easy Work. 
Ingked Bishop Cutler to tell me how 
sugar beets are raised. He replied : 
“The ground must be first thoroughly 
prepared. Then the beets are planted 
from the seed, the seed being drilled 
in rows about eighteen inches apart. 
We haye a drill that puts in four 
rows ata time, After the beets have 
come up we have them thinned out, 
so that Lhey stand six or eight inches 
apart in the row. They have to be 
hoed and kept clear from weeds, and 
wilhin five months they are ready, to 
make sugar. The beets are then from 
twelve to eighteen inches long, about 
four or five inches thick a) the ¢op, 
and they weigh from «a pound to a 
pound and a half each. We don’t 
want large beets. The small beets 
have the sweetest juice; and make ‘the 
best sugar. We try to have them run 
as near a pound and aquarter as 
possible.” 
“How many beets does it take 
make a pound of sugar?’ I asked. 
“It requires from six to eight,” was 
the reply. “Hight is about the aver- 
age. Whe number varies according lo 
the soil and climatic conditions. Some 
regions will produce more sugar to 
the beet than others.” 

Beet Sugar v, Cane Sugir. 
“How does beet sugar compare with 
cane sugar, Mr. Cutler? I have heard 
it said that cane sugar is the sweeter.” 
“That is not true,” was the reply. 
“A sugar crystal is a sugar crystal } 
the world over. Pure sugar made 
from the cane is just as sweet 
and no sweeter than pure sugar made 
from the beets.” ' 
“By the way,” continued Bishop 
Cutler, “have you noticed how the 
beet-sugar consumption is  inecreas- 
img? A few years ago the world ate 
nothing but gane sugar. In 1800 the 
consumption was 351,000 tons of beet 
sugar and 1,092,000 tons of cane. In 
1880 the world used 1,748,000 tons of 
beet sugar and 1,911,000 tons of cane 
sugar, Last year almost 6,000,000 tons 
of beet sugar were used, and not quite 
3,000,000 tons of cane. The day will. 
come when the beet sugar will crowd 
the cane sugar out of the markets.” 
“Bow about the cane fields of our 
new) possessions? I understand that 
they can raise sugar very cheaply in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines ?” 
“That may be so,’said Bishop Cut- 
ler, “but we are now utilizing the pro- 
duct of our beet-sugar factories, so 
that we can make sugar cheaper ‘than 
ever. It now sells for about five 
cents a pound. I won't tell just how 
cheaply we can make il, for that is a 
business secret, but I will say that it 
dogs not cost us four cenls per pound. 
After we take the sugar out of the 
eet we use the pulp for feeding 
cattle. It makes excellent feed and 
faitens the animale very quickly. The 
pulp will keep indefinitely, and we 
ean-use it a yenr after the sugar has 
has been taken out of it. Lt growe! 
grows sour, but the animals seem to 
Iike it, We will feed over 2,000 cattle 
during the coming year. 

At a Beet-Sugar Fyctory. 

By this time we had reached the fac- 
lory,abig three-storey building filled 
with curious machinery. Onone side 
of it were two sheds, each of which it 
seemed to me was half a mile long. To 
these came long lines of teams drag- 
ging waggonloads of beets. Each team 
brought two or more lons. The, beets 
were weighed on the waggons before 
they were unloaded,and the men were 
paid cash according to the weight. 
From the sheds the beels were carried 
-by water into the factory, elevated by 
machinery in great buckets on endless 
chains to the top floor, being washed 
by machinery as they went. The next 
process was cutting them to pieces. 
This was done by liltle knives which 
sliced them into pieces about the 
length and thickness of a slale pencil. 
The pieces looked very much like little 


to 


shreds of mashed potatoes when 
squeezed through a ‘colander. Ench 
shred waa full of juice. I picked up 


one and bil into it. Tt tasted sweet, 
but it had also a sharp, bilter taste 
much like that of a raw beet.

Mhe cut beets are next run through 
great cauldrons or cells, constituling 
a diffusion battery, Ag they go from 
one to the other the sugar water 
comes oul, Every bit of sweetness is 
extracted, and at the end without 
squeezing the sugar has ‘been taken 
from the beet and is now, mixed up 
in the form of a dirty black liquid, 
which looks not unlike ink. The 
refuse or pulp ia carried off by ma- 
chinery, and is piled up in vata out 
of doors for the feeding of stock. 

A. Pipe Line of Sugar Water. | 
The factory where Ll saw this done 
was 22 miles away from, the factory in 
which the sugar juice is turned into 
sugar, Tho juice is pumped from one 
factory to the other (hrough a three- 
inch pip2, a continuous stream of 
sugar water flowing from one to the 
other. This pipe line has just been 
opened. It is 22 miles long, and is 
the longest sugar-water pipe line in 
the United States. The pipe enables 
the juice to be extracted almost, from 
the beets in the fields, and saves an 
enormous amount of money in the 
tramsportation of the beets. 


Making Sugar. 


We took the train and followed the 
pipe line to the factory where the 
Juice was turned into sugar. Hirst, it 
ows into great tanks, each of which 
holds 3,500 gallons. Here the juice is 
heated; it is mixed with lime to pre- 
cipitate the dirt. Carbonic acid gag 
is introduced, and by various processes 
the sugar water is so clarified that it 
becomes as white as pure alcohol. It 
is now ready to be boiled into sugar. 
This is done in great tanks, through 
which run many steam p'pes, which 
keep the liquid at a boiling point. Ib 
grows thicker and thicker, and soon 
becomes a syrup. It color his now 
changed to a light yellow. It isclean- 
ed again by running sulphurous fumes 
through it, andthen revoiled until it 
becomes a granulated mixture of 
sugar and molasses. This mixture is 
as brown as the brownest New Or- 
leans molaases you have ever seen. As 
you look at it you wonder, how white 
sugarcancome from it. If yon wait 
amoment you can see. The molnsses, 
is waghed, and this not with water, 
but by rapidly whirling it avout in a 
sort of steel tub, which has walls of 
such a fine network that all the mo- 
Jasses molecules will fly through and 
the granules of sugar be kept back. 
As you look, the tub is revolving at 
the rate of 1,000 revolutions per’ min- 
ute. The molasses and sugar stick to 
its walls. As it conlinues to revolve 
tha color of the walls become pale yel- 
low and then as white as snow. The 
molesses has all gone through the net 
and the white sugar only remains. As 
it sticks to the walls while the tub 
is still revolving, a light spray of 
water from a tube is dusted over it, 
and in a few moments it ig as ‘vhite 
and clean as the sugar on your dinner 
table. It is now ready to be dried 
and sacked for the market. The dry- 
ing is done in an immense cylindar, 
through which a steam pipe runs. As 
it dries it is sifted, and from the cy- 
linder it falls down into a pipe, and 
from there into one of the large 
sugar sacks which you see in every 
grocery store, 

The molasses is reduced to a second- 
grade sugar, much like the cheap 
brown sugar which is made frony the 
enne. Aftert his it is melted again, 
clarified and re-clarified unlil at Inst 
it becomes as clean and white as tho 
first sugar which we have already 
seen.

British Troops Huve Kutered Upon tho 
Free Stute Territery—Doer Buse of 
Supplies at Jacobsdal Threatened 
— British Losses Small — Gen. 


Baller's For. Engaged 


Near Springfeld. 


London, Feb. 15. — (4.20 a.m.) — 
The British army, for the first time 
since the war began, is inside tho 
Boer frontier. Lord Roberts, with 
at least 40,000 infantry, 7,000 cayval- 
ry and 150 guns, has turned the Ma- 
gersfontein lines, before which the 
British forces have been encamped for 


ten weeks, and, with half of his 


corps, he is already operating on Free 
State territory. 

A battle has not yet been fought, 
hut large tactical advantages have 
been gained. The relief of Kimberley 
is within measurable reach, and the 
to Bloemfontein is apparently 


he despatches of Lord Roberts 
sketch three days’ work. The forward 
movement began on Sunday, when 
Col. Hanney set out with a brigade 
of mounted infantry for Ramah, on 
the Kiet, eight miles from Jacobsdal, 
one of the Boer supply bases. 

On Monday, Gen. French, with the 
cavalry division, seized the crossing 
of the Riet Rivor at Dekiel’s Drift, 
south of Jacobsdal and 18 miles east 
of Honey Nest Kloof. He skirmished 
with the Boers, and cleared the way 
for 20,000 infantry, who followed 
across. 

On Tuesday, with his three cavalry 
lrigades and his horse artillery, Gen. 
Trench rode to the Modder River, a 
jistance of 25 miles, and took three 
fords, with high ground beyond the 
river, and filye Boer camps. Gen. 
French has now fixed himself on Gen. 
Cronje’s main line of communications 
with Bloemfontein and 20,000 infan- 
try, With 72 guns, are being pushed 
up Lo support him there, = 

Lord Roberts’ despatches, wired 
from inside the Free State and on the 
Riet River, left him Wednesday morn- 
ing. His advance had not been op- 
posed by the Boers in force, Their 
patrols melted away as the British 
moved forward. The Boer army is 
likely to be felt in a day or two, and 
a battle is consequently imminent. 


TOOK FIVE LAAGERS. 


Gen. French's rilliunt Performance at 
Deklel's Drift In a Biindiug Dust 
Storm—Uritish Loss Small. 


London, Feb. 15. — The War Office 
has issued the following further mes- 
sage from Lord Roberts received last 
evening: 

“Dekiels Drift, Feb. 14, 8.10 a.m. 
—Gen. Trench left this point at 11.30 
yesterday morning with three bri- 
gades of cavalry, horse artillery and 
inounted infantry, including several 
colonial contingents, in order to seize 
a crossing of the Modder about 25 
miles distant. 

Five Laager’s Captured. 


“Gen. French reports by despatch, 
dated 5.35 p.m., that he has forced 
a passage at Clip Drift and occupied 
the hills north of the river, capturing 
three of the enemy’s laagers, with 
their supp,ies, While Gen. Gordon, of 
the 15th Hussars, with his brigade, 
Who made a feint at Rondeval Drift, 
four miles west, has seized itand a 
second drift between that and Clip 
Drift, together with two more 
laagers. 


“Gen. French’s performance is bril- 


liant, considering the excessive heat 
and a blinding dust storm which 


raged during the latter part of the 


day. 
Britishes Losses Small. 

“Owing to the rapidity of his 
movements, Gen. French met with 
but slight opposition, end his losses 
were small. Licut. Johnson, of the 
Inniskilling Dragoons, is the only of- 
ficer reported seriously wounded, 

“The Sixth Division was last night 
on the north bank of the Riet, at 
Waterval Drift, and is moving to 
support the cavalry. The Seventh 
Division is here and will go on this 
afternoon. 

“Tour officers and 53 men had to 
be sent last evening, in the returning 
ox wagons, to the railway line, pros- 
trated by heat and exhaustion.’ 


THE TIMES ON THE MOVEMENT. 


Says Lord Reberts is Executing War 
With His Old Skill, 


London, Feb. 15. — The Times, in 
an editorial commenting upon Lord 
Roberts’ dextrous and brilliant move- 
ment, says: 

“The Boers have shown themselves 
too wary and too skillful for us to 
assume that the success of these op- 
erations must disconcert their scheme 
of defence, or compel them to raise 
the siego of Kimberley without a 
further struggle, but, so far as it is 
possible to judge in the absence of 
detailed information, and good maps, 
the operations should be followed by 
strategic consequences of the highest 
value. The presence of a large Brit- 
ish force inside the Free State bord- 
ers and within relatively easy strik- 
ing distance of the capital must Jar 
gely alter the whole aspect of the 
War to the Boers. 

‘ Roberts’ Old Skill. 


“Lord Roberts’ first stops show 
that he is executing, with all his old 
skill, a plan of operations carefully 
and ably thought oul. The news 
of his next movements will be await- 
ed with interest, profound, indeed, 
but full of hope.’

Threatened with Destruc- 
tion by Fire Last Night. 


———— 
THE FLAVELLE MILLING GO. SuS- 
TAIN A SERIOUS LOSS, 

Their Fine Oatmeal Mill Gutted and the 
Split Pea, Chopanda Bagging Depart- 
ment Totally Destroyed—The Steam- 
er Alice Htnel in Danger fora Time. 


Lindssy’s most important industry— 
the Ef He Co’s mills—received a bap- 
tism of fire last night, and for atime 
it wa feared that the valuable prop- 
erty would be swept away. Luckily 
the wind was favorable or nothing 
could have saved the big stone mill— 
one of the town's oldest buildings 

he Origin of the Fire. 

The fire. broke out ahoul 8.20 in the 
west corner of the split pea und chop 
building adjoining the engine house, 
in the lower flat of the three-storey, 
oatmeal mill. The blaze was first 
noticed by Mr. John Graham who 
happened to be the only person em- 
ployed in the building at the time. 
AJmost a t (he sama moment it was 
discovered by P. Mussaw, the engineer, 
who ran to the office and telephon- 
ed to the firemen. They made a quick 
Tun and had a stream playing on the 
fire at about 8.30. Tha flames were 
(hen bursting out of the cupola on 
the roof above the Cogswell grinding | 
taachine and as new lines of hose were | 
quickly laid it was confidently expect- 
ed that the fire would be mustered 
or at Jenst confined to the chop mill. 
@he light breeze however fanned the 
flames and the inflammuabie nature of 
the contents favored their, spread and 
in a very short time it was made plain 
to everyone that the huge frame 
building—formerly ‘a saw-mill and 
built of massive timbers—was doomed 
to destruction. 

. Where Good Work was Done. 

In the meantime every effort was 
put forth to keep the fire out of the 
caimeal mill but they proved unayail- 
ing and soon tha upper stories of 
that structure were ablaze. By this 
time five streams of water were avail- 
able under heavy pressure, and the 
firemen entered upon a determined 
struggle to save the second and lower 
flats ; in the former (hree massive dry- 
ing kilns for treating oatmeal were 
located while the basement contained 
the valuable engines and machinery

keys. (While in England Mr, Gunn 
picked up a censiderable quantity of 
valuable information relative to the 
British market! for Canadian goods. 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of (he Evening Mail and Empire, 
Mr. Gunn said, ‘Canadian shippers do 
nol realize the serious necessity of 
using more) care in the shipments of 
poultry to the Old Country markets. 
as a result of many previous experi- 
ences with) ungatisfactory stock Brit- 
ish merchants and British housekeep- 
ers look with suspicion on Canadian 
chipmeints.”" 

For the same reason, Mr. Gunn 
stales Canadian, turkeys are ranked 
“away down” in comparison to im- 
portations of birds from other coun~- 
tries. Towl from Normandy, France, 
and Treland sell more readily and at 
better prices than goods from ‘the Do- 
minion. Gaking his own consignment 
asacomparison, Mr. Gunn thinks that 
tha fowl raised in Normandy, France, 
or Ireland are by no means. better than 
Canadian goods. Those he saw) ont bis 
i, however, were always uniform 
and had gained a reputation as such. 


Not Properly Chilled. 


Speaking of the main causes of Can- 
adian shipments of fowl turning out 
unsatisfactory, Mr. Gunn claims the 
fault lies entirely in the treatment of 
the birds afler they are killed. In 
preparing poultry for the English mar- 
ket, he continued, after being killed 
the birds should immediately he plac- 
ed in: a temperature of at least 30 de- 
grees, in| order to entirely expel the 
animal hent. Wept at that, or even a 
lower temperature, would insure their 
arriving in England in first-class con- 
dition. 

Many of the Canadian shippers, how- 
ever, depended entirely on the weather 
in preparing their stock. If they 
“killed” on a warm day and had not 
mechanical facilities for chilling tha 
birds, it was impossible for them to 
arrive in! England in good shape. 
ai matter of fact the fowl was partly 
spoiled before it left this country. 
Poultry’ killed when the weather was 
sufficiently cool proved just as satis- 
factory as those chilled in refriger- 
ations. \ 


Foreed to Take Second Place. 


Tha loss incurred in unsatisfactory 
shipments, said) Mr. Gunn, while ap- 
parently only a personal one, was in- 
deed, a mattional: loss owing to the re- 
putation it gave to Canadian poods. 
Canadian, firms had consequently to 
take the entire risk of shipping poultry’ 
which, on being placed on the British 
market was forced to lake second place 
with! foreign stock. ,

Cronje to raiso the siege of Kimber- 
ley, and thus making his first step 
toward Bloemfontein, 

Yestérday Lord Roberts announced 
the appointment of Gen. Sir Henry 
Colville, hitherto commander of the 
Guards Brigade, to the command of 
the 9th division, which is being form- 
ed, and will consist, probably, to a 
great extent of colonial troops. Gen. 
Colville will be succeeded by General 
Reginald Pole-Carew, 


& Correspondents Will Have a Show. 


Lord Roberts tells the correspand- 
enls when he gets down to business 
they shall have ample opportunity to 
send news. Wis chief press censor 
yesterday issued new rules, and in 
future all written communications 
are to go unchecked. Only telegraph 
are to go unchecked. Only  tele- 
grams will be censored. For the 
next few days little news is likely to 
get through, but later there will be 
more freedom. Thus, says the censor, 
and the last clause may be interpret- 
ed to mean that something is about 
to happen. 


Kimberley in Sore Straits. 


Kimberley, 20 miles away from 
the Modder River position, is in sore 
straits. Details of the December 
death rate show that in a population 
of 14,000 whites and 19,000 blacks 
the mortality was 60 whites and 138 
blacks per thousand. The infantile 
death rata was 617 per thousand 


among the white and 912 per thous- 
and among the blacks, Enteric fever 
was prevalent. 

Scouts have approached within a 
thousand yards of the Boer entrench- 
ments at Magersfontein. They have 
found them strong and ascertained 
that they are used as dwelling 
places. Naval gunners are constant- 
ly watching the enemy’s lines with 
strong glasses, and they declare that 
there is an appreciable diminution in 
the Boer forces, 

In Natal, the Boer commandos 
south of the Tugela occupy TDold’s 
Farm and several mines west of Chic 
veley. Two thousand Boers, with 
three guns, are advancing through 
Zululand towards Natal. 

The War Office is making prepara- 
tions to continue the stream of 
troops for Sduth Africa. Four large 
steamers have been chartered. 


Japan Aide England. 


Japan agrees to let the Armstrongs 
transfer to England four naval quick- 
firers that were built for her, con- 
senting to wait for the execution of 
her own order until the hostilities in 
South Africa are over. Several Buro- 
pean powers, by similar conse: 
to guns being constructed by Vi 
Sons & Maxim, enable England to 
secure 100 Maxims. 


WHY GEY. BULLER RETIRED, 


The Genervi’s Own Story, as Cabled by 
the Field Murshal. 

London, Feb. 13. — The War Of- 

fice has received the following des- 

patch from Field Marshal Lord Rob- 


erts, dated from the Modder River, 
Sunday, Feb. 11: “‘I have received 
a telegram from Buller as follows, 


dated Friday, Feb. 9: “It was ne 
eessary, after seizing Vall Kranz, to 
entrench it, as the pivot of further 
operations. But I found, after try- 
ing two days, that, owing to the na- 
ture of the ground, this was imprac- 
ticable. It was also exposed to the 
fire of heavy guns in positions from 
Which our artillery was dominated. 
It is essential to troop advancing 
on Ladysmith by Harding or Magers- 
drift to hold Vaal Kranz sccurely, 
and, accordingly, we are not press- 
ing the advance by these roads, as I 
find we cannot make it secure.’’ 

Prince Christian Victor, aide-de 
camp to Gen. Hildyard, was knock- 
ed down by the conclusion of a 100- 
pound shell bursting on a rock by 
which he was sitting. The Prince 
behaved throughout with extreme 
composure. 

Loyds to Visit the Czur. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph explains that 
the contemplated visit of Dr. Leyds, 
the Transvaal representative, has 
been postponed because the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg and his family are the 
guests of the Czar, but he says that 
it is certain that the visit to St. 
Petersburg will be made at an early 
date.

Kimberley, Feb. 9. — (Friday) —

terday and to-day, the fire of the 
Boer big guns at Kampersdam has 
been very trying.

The Causes Leading Up to the Boer 
War Reviewed—The Boers’ Treat- 
ment of the Blacks and Their Hatred 
of Englishmen. 


St. Pauls church was attended by, 
large congregations at both services 
Sunday, it) being seat apart by the 
‘Archbishop of Ontario as a day, of 
Special intercession Lo Almighty God 
on behalf of the Empire and the war 
now going on in South Africa. 

In the evening the Rev. u E. Lloyd 
preached a very interesting and fore- 
ible sermon, He said England was 
perfectly justified) in going to war 
with Boers, and should not cease until 
the wan had been carried| to a success- 
ful iseue. His text was taken from 
Kings, @th chapter, 44th and 45th 
verses. “If Thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
Thou shall send them, and shall pray, 
unto the Lord loward the city which 
Thou hast chosen, and toward the 
houss that I have built for ‘Thy 
name, then hear Thou in heaven their 
prayer, their supplication, und main- 
tain their cause.” Mr. Lloyd stated 
that if the Archbishop had requested 
this service six months ago these 
words would come; from his lips with 
difficulty, but when we review history 
and follo wiba course of _ the Dutch 
and English peoples we can all then 
say this present war is just and 
Should bo fought out. Are we to let

Tie speaker next explained that 
Siuce 1834 the main differeuces with 
the Dutch people had arisen, although 
years before this the British had been 
annoyed by the Dutch. Mr. Lioyd al- 
Juded to the troubles England had 
over the boundary line with the 
Orage Tree Siyte, and how she had 
paid the Pree Statens a large amount in, 
compensalion—that money built nearly 
all tha railways. Matters then went 
along smoothly for a few, years until 
the Boers began to penetrale into tha

We cannot agree with the action 
taken by Ald. Touchburn at the last 
meeting of the council, which contem- 
plates a reduction in the salary of the 
Street Commissioner, Mr, Pilkie has 
proved himself to be a painstaking, 
hard-working officer, and far in ad- 
vance in skill and ability, of any one 
who previously filled the position. 
Mr. Pilkie held office for upwards of 
two years—two yeirs of transition 
from the old slipshod ways of dong 
work lo more up-to-dale methols—two 
years of lhe most trying nature, with 
all iha old soré-heads yelping at his 
heels, and withal his work hus proved 
sositisfactory that the citizens could 
mot ba persuaded, to go hack ta the 
old way! of doing business. Another 
fact which must not be lost sight of is 
that ihe town has spent a good deal of 
money in helping Mr. Pilkie acquire 
the knowledge necessary for the work 
he has to perform.

‘A few, weeks ugo (he Holy 
ciely of St. John's Roman 
in (hat! towa to protest against (he 
habil of profanity of speech and Osors 
ganize a movement to enforce Ute civil 
penalties against’ it. The evil was 
(reated as peculiarly rife at the pre- 
sent time, though that among people 
of intelligence and refinement — pro- 
fane swenring is less frequent now 
(han it used to be cannot he queslion- 
ed. The ripp’ng oaths with wh’ch men 
freely interlarded! their speech in the 
pest are now, unknown in polite society 
and are rare! even when the circlo is 
vomposed of men only, : 

(lhe speaker at the Albany meeting 
however, bore testimony, to an extent 
of profanity generally, which is 
great now as ever before, if not greal- 
er. Dr. Lynch, the assistant rector of 
the Albany Cathedral, for instance, 
compared the prevalence of the habit 
at ths present time to the condition 
which prevailed four hundred years 
ago when in Itply, France, Germany 
and especially, England blasphemous 
oaths were almost universal, with the 
result that ‘St. Bernardino, of Sienna, 
raising on: high the Cross of Christ, 
with the Holy Name writtlon above 
the figure of the crucified Saviour, 
preached against iis abuse with all Lhe 
ardor of his soul.” The Hon. Patrick 
E. McCabe spoke of “the percentage of 
men not’ addicted to profanity" as 
“ridiculously small.” Gen. Amasa J. 
Parker described (he prevalence of pro- 
fanity as constituting “an alarming 
situation.” Dr. Milne, president of the 
Stale Normal College, bore testimony 
lo the same effect. (Mhe Rev. Dr. Mo- 
Hale, president of Niagara University, 
said: I merely} state a fact when L 
say thal christian expression and re- 
cognition of christian faith and 6ym- 
bolism are as foreign lo the prevalent 
literature, laws and life as they wero 
in ths days of Pericles or Marous 
Aurelius,” and “the greatest name in 
history, the holiest, the most signi- 
ficant to mankind, is invoked in com- 
mon iulercourse to emphisize profan- 


it 


Accordingly, Ube meeting adopted 
resolutions that “whereas the habit 
of cursing and swearing has spread 
to such an alarming extent,” it pledg- 
ed itself ‘to further every, effort m 
the future to check the spread of pro- 
fanity and filthy speech.” 

The referenca of Dr. Lyneh to tha 
eppalling prevalence of profunity four 
hundred years ago indicates that the 
present extent of the evil is not due to 
any coincident decline of religious 
faith, Both, in’ an age of religious be- 
lief and in a period of sceptical critic- 
ism swearing has been altucked as a 
practice so universal that the “per- 
centage of those not addicted to pro- 
fanity is ridicutously small.’ he 
presence or. absence of such belief, as 
observation proves, has nothing (o do 
with the habit of using profane ex- 
pletives. Believers invoke the Holy 
Name lightly or profanely no less than 
imfidels. The latin peoples, men and 
women, are free in excluiming ‘My, 
God |" inl common speech, and a great, 
part of the; men and children of this 
country, whosa profanity was inveigh- 
ed against, by the clerical speakers at 
Ajbuny, are within! the religious fold, 
at least nominally. The curs) 
ever, is) usually, in words, only 
not express a really profane spirit, but 
is merely a wholly reprehens'ble habit 
of speech, which from poverty of lan- 
guage, resorts to ouths as the only’ 
available means of giving emphasis to 
ulterance. The story is old, of the sea 
captain who could only express the 
tremendous reality, of h’s new-found 


version, by reeling out the string of 
oaths with which he had been accus- 
tomed to give emphasis to his orders 
to his sailors. Some bosses aver that 
gangs of laborers can only be convinc- 
ed of iheir earmestness by flinging 
oaths at them. In war swearing is 
the rule; it goes with the excitement ; 
but, as everybody knows, Gen. Grant 
never swong at all, and he wag not 
singular among military officers, 
though we confess. that the exceptions 
are few enough to prove the rule. 

Im all the instances, the spirit of 
blasphemy is absent’; it is in tha 
words merely rather than in the heart; 
as for example, when a man is free 
with his “damns,” he does not really 
mean lo condemn any one to hell. 
This dozs not imply that we offer 
eny extenuation for profanity of 
speech, but simply that swearing can- 
not be taken as evidence of blasphem- 
ous feeling or intention. The utterer 
of oaths! is; usually a better man than 
his words would seem to indicate.

CAUSE OF THE BOER WAR 


CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH FOR- 
EIGNERS BECOME CITIZENS. 


Sir Alfred Milnor's Vain Efforts to Per 
suande Kruger at the Blomfontein 
Conference to Mitigate These Condi- 
tions—Failure of ‘his Oonference 
Followed by the War 
1¢ (New Yorks Sun, Feb, 10thi) 

Since (ho war belween the English 
(hs Boers began. there has heen 
considerable discussion as to the form 
of oath which Lhe South African Re- 
public exacted, from all persons desir- 
ing to become full citizens of that 
country. In ths United Stales, as is 
well-known, (he candidate for cilizen- 
ship when announciny, his intention of 
becoming naturalized is not required 
to take an oath of allegiunce to the 

United Stales upon taking out his first 

Papers, and he remains until the day. 

of naturalizaton a subject of the 

country from which he comes. Not 
having been required to forswear hia 
alleginnce to that country, he is un- 
der ils protection nntil he is officially, 
declared a cilizen of th» Uniled States, 


with full citizenship papers, for not 
until these papers are given to him 
does hei forswear. allegiance to the 
country of his birth. A great many 
advocntes of the Boers have contend- 
ed since the trouble in South Africa, 
became acute that in the matter of 
the oath exacted by the Transvaal gov- 
ernment {he conditions are not differ- 


ond 


ent from those in this country and }Qdd sizes in Men's 


that the grievances of the Uitlanderg 
or foreign-born, populat‘on arose whol- 
ly from thei fact that in order to be- 
come naturalized they were required 
to have what seemed to them too Jong 
a residence in the country. In the 
negotiations preceding the war, only. 
extracts of which have been puhlieh- 
ed here, the oath was mentioned ag 
one of thei chief grievances. Asgser- 
tions have) been. made by persons con- 
yersant with the trouble that the 
Wransvaal mude a man foreweir 
allegiance to his country and then re- 
quired him to live continuously in the 
Mransvaal for twelvei years before ac- 
cording b’m with the right of cilizen- 
ship, his status being virtually that of 
“the man without a country.” This 
assertion lns brought forth denials 
from many quirters, but it would 
seem thati those who made them had 
not carefully studied the text of the 
megolliations. 

Tha Transvaal government, it ap- 
pears from the report of the conference 
between Sir Alfred Milner and Presi- 
dent Kruger at Bloemfontein last May, 
has since 1882, required that all per- 
sons at) the time of announcing their 
intention and desire to become full 
citizens with all the franchise rights 
of the burghers, should take an oaih 
forswearing allegianca to all other 
countries and particularly to the coun- 
try from which they came. By the 
peculiar law of the: Transvaal which 
the burghers contend made for its 
protection against foreign invasion, a 
person desirous of eventually obtaining 
the franchise must, upon his arrival in 
tha country, registen his intention and 
at the same time take the oith by 
which’ he forfeited his citizenship else- 
where. At the expiration of two years 
taking this obth the right was given 
him of voting’ for members of the 
Rad or lower legislative body, pro- 
vided he continued, to register hig in- 
tention each year, in the manner that 
he did at first. Four years after the 
finst reg’strationi he, receives the right 
to hold a sevt. in the lower house if 
elected by the residents of his district, 
but under the lays in force at the 
time of the conference at Bloemfontein 
it wap not until ten years from this 
tima or fourteen years afler hig first 
registration that he received the full 
franchise possessed by the burghers 
or tha right to vote for membens of 
the Volksraad or upper house, or to 
hold a seat. in it or to vote for presi- 
dent. As the Volksrand possessed the 
power to velo any law; passed by the 
lower house, it was thus in supreme 
control of the legislation. At the 
Bloemfontein conference which failed 
of eny, agreement, Sir Alfred Milner’s 
proposals as givem in his despatch to 
Mr. Chamberlain printed in the Lon- 
don Times of June 10th were: (i) The 
full franchis> after five years’ resi- 
dence, (2) to one who had declared his 
intention to reside permanently inthe 
Tramsvaal, (3) and who had taken, an 
cath ta obey the laws, undertake all 
obligations of citizenship and {o de- 
fend the independence of tbe Trans- 
vaal. 

President IXruger’s conciliatory por- 
posal as given’ ini Sir Alfred Milner’s 
despitch was tat a newcomer should 
obtain naturalization, but not ihe full 
franchiss after two years provided he 
had registered his intention fourteen 
days after his arrival and had complied 
with these: terme: (1) Had given six 
months’ notice of intention, (2) had 
registered for two years continually, 
(3) had resided in the republic during 
that period, (4) had undergone no dis- 
honoring sentence, (5) had given proof 
of obedience to the laws, (6) had given 
proof of full state citizenship, (7) was 
in possessfon! of a certain amount of 
property, and, (8) bad taken an oath 
similar to that enacted in the Orange 
Free State. After becoming naturaliz- 
ed upon compliance with these terms. 
according to President Kruger’s pro- 
posal, a person would receive the full 
franchise five years from date of his 
maturalization, providing he had regis- 
tered every year and had continued to 
comply with the terms above mention- 
ed. The oath montioned os required to 
become naturalized was, s'mply one of 
fidelity, but it can be seen from these 
terms that upon becoming naturalized 
after two yeprsa and six months’ resi- 
dence, a person would be compelled to 
forswear allegiance to his former coun- 
try and yet in return he would not 
receive the full franchise, but must 
wait five years more. It would thus 
be ninel years before he possessed any 
control of legislation. 

Sir Alfred Milner said of this to Mr. 
Chamberlain in his deepateh regard- 
ing tha conference. “Under this plan 
a majority would not, naturalize be- 
cause tha scheme retained the unfor- 
tunate principle by which a man must 
abandon his old! citizenship for a num- 
ber of years before getting full bur- 
gber rights, my! view being that, how- 
ever Jong a period of residence was 
fixed before a man became n burgher, 
he should be admitted once for all to 
full righis on taking the oath of 
allegiance.” 

Further light is thrown on the 
question of the path in the verbatim 
report of the Bloemfontein confdrence 


os given! in} the green book of the 
Mransvaal government. Thig was 
printed in full in tha London Times 


later. Sir Alfred Milner, the British 
High Commissioner, said to President 
Kruger thati under the laws of (he 
(fronsvaal then in) force it took four- 
teen years, or as Kruger proposed, nine 
years to get the full franchise. “Brit- 
ish subjects,” he said to Kruger, “have 
to take an oath whereby they lose their 
cilizenship and then they would have 
io wail still twelve years, or according 
to the new plan, seven ars, before 
Veooming full burghers.” 

President Kruger in reply said: 
“These people are themselves the cause 
of this. In 1870, the law said a resi- 
dence of one year got the full fran- 
chiss, In 1881, however, after the War

of Independence, some officials and 
some members of the Raad said they 
were still residents of Great Britain, 
ond as a consequence the Transvaal 
had to pay indemnity to Great Britain 
for money taken from the people {o de- 
fend the Stale, notwithstanding that 
they had sworm fidelity to our nation 
and had° taken an oath of office to 
obey the laws' and keep in view, the 
independence of the Transvaal, and 
yet this oath helped us nothing and 
they were still British subjects.” 

Milner contended’ in reply that an- 
nexation had intervened and that the 
British alleged that during annexation 
they were British subjects. 

“But they had sworn fidelity,” sai 
Kruger, “and as burghers had to a. 
us if they did, mot fight. (hereupon 
our burghens said that the newcomers 
must thereafter forswear previous 
allegiance” 

Milner said he considered it super- 
fluous to demand) more than an oath 
of allegiance and a willingness to obey, 
the laws and to defend the indepen- 
dence, as it was certain that the tak- 
ing of this oath would rob persoas 
of existing citizenship. “It ought to 
be,” he says, “a simple oath of fidelty 
tnken at Che time a man got the full 
Cranchige.” 

Later on in the conference Presi- 
dent Kruger said this in regard to the 
status of persons who had forsworn 
their allegiance) tor other countries: “I 
maintnin that on taking the oath of 
naturalization and so becoming entit]- 
ed to elect) members {o the Second 
Rnad, they become lawful burghers and 
that they at that moment may receive 
more than they did in their own coun- 
try for they could in such a short 
time in no other country elect magis~ 
trates or, min’sters.”” In another place 
in reply to a question from Milner, 
Kruger said that he had the power to 
rommandeer or cnil out for military 
service persons who had taken this 
oath! although! as'‘tas been shown they 
did not possess the full franchise in 
having the right) to vote for President 
or members of the Volksraad, but 
were simply’ wailing] in some cases for 
naturalization. his power, President 
Kruger added, he had not taken ad- 
vantage of in the many cases. 

Sir Alfred Milner wrote regarding 
the conference: ‘Even accepting the 
full view of President Kruger as to 
what constitutes burghersship, yet 
when there are both full burghers and 


half burghers, the latter must be call- 
ed an inferior class and to that class 
men withouti citizenship, under some 
circumstances, may indefinitely be con- 
fined.” 

The conference was fruitless of 
agreement and four months later both 
sides plunged into war to settle the

Some very interesting and slarlling 
facts are bemg handed tn through the 
reports: thal cover, the food question 
from New England to the Philippines, 
from Mexico Co the heart of the Mon- 
golian Empire. U

Dowulrodden Weeds Edible. 

An endless variety of downtrodden 
weeds can be converled into whole- 
some, succulent “garden Lruct.’’ Kven 
the much maligned nettle bas the lat- 
ent qualities of a delicious enlremets, 

Especially inleresting ara the facts 
furnished by the nut specialists. There 
is no product that requires so little 
enltivation as ths nut, and noné ig 
more wholesome as a feol staple. An 
orchard of two thousund Lrees in Cali- 
fornia yields every year) over twenty- 
four thousand pounds of hulled nuts. 

Already the commercial mind has 
seized upon Lhe enormous profits to ac- 
crue from the sale of various prepara- 
tions of nuts, and at least ten large 
companies manufacture nothing but 
nut foods. 

The government is making a special 
point of recommending nut culture. In 
New England the abandoned farms are 
being planied with nut trees, and the 
worked out ground ‘is found to furnish 
nourishment enough to cause the wal- 
nut, butternut and the chestnut to 
flourish abundantly. Forms in nearly 
every Northeastern State are planting 
nut trees along with, their peaches and 
pears, and are utilizing the hillsides 
where nothing else will grow for nut 
orchards. ' 

In the papt! the, objection to nuts ag 
a food hns been’ that they wore deem- 
ed hard to digest, but, wilh the new 
methods of preparation and ecoking 
them, they are rendered as healthful 
as they are palatable, even in America, 
where good digestion, does no! invari- 
ably wait on appetite, 

(The introduction of new fcods ie an 
excellent plan for both, the aealth and 
commerical prosperity of a nation, 
Nearly all of what are now regarded as 
indigenous fruits and vegetables have 
been imported to us from other lands. 
Of the food plantis now. in use only 
pumpkins and a few grapes, plums and 
Bertice were orginally found on the 
soil. 


Where We Got Them. 

Oats, barley, and rye orginated in 
wild forms along the Mediterranean, 
‘The first noted species of wheat were 
‘brought from Persia. Tha common 
garden bean traces ite} origin from he- 
fore the, landing, of ‘the Pilgrims to an 
early aboriginal state in the Andes. The 
Orient furnished ug with melons, cu- 
eumbers and onions. Egg plants and 


tomatoes were discovered in Pera, 
Quinces, pears, currants and large 
white grapes in Europe. While the 


most common of our, vegetables, celery, 
lettuce, cabbage and spinach,’ were 
transplanted from the ghores of the 
Mediterranean. 

If theee important features of our 
daily food supply have: all found their 
way lo us from foreign Jands, it seems 
but a question of ufficienlt cearch 
throughout the world: (o increase the 
store until all posnibilily of a food 
famine in future ages is rendered in- 
conceivable. ‘ 

One point that is theing strongly 
brought out by the government is 
that many things once considered wild 
and poisonous and many that are alill 
locked pon as weeds, are health giv- 
ing products, and should be ranked as 
a portion of tha reserve fuol supply. 
Indeed, the Bureau hins selected cev- 

-enteen of the most ordina ry weeds and 
has issued a phamphlet extolling their 
virtues ae availabla healthful foods. 
In the list are found dock, the mashed 
marigold, mercury, black charloci, 
commonly held as poisonous; chicory, 
pokeweed, also regarded, as a poison § 
purslane, for which (he farmer inherits 
his d'slike, and the despised neblle. 

The taming of wild fruits is another 
branch of the food agent's buain 
Mr. Augustus Henry, who is autho y 
om. Chinese flora, etates thal Lhere are 
at least one hundred varieties of fruite 
growing wild in the interior of China, 
that if transplanted to anolier go'l and

Sir James Edgar, of whom he spoke 
as an able statesman, a true loyalist 
and a true and noble Canadian, he 
took up the commercial condition of 
the country.

The 
Imperial Government had strengthen- 
ed the hand of the Government, 
though some persons claimed the 
Government had not gone far enough 
and had not paid as much as ft 
should Yet the Imperial Govern- 
ment was satisicd. What the Cana- 
dlan Government proposed to do was 
to pay the cost of recruiting and 
transporting the soldiers to South 
Africa, but as soon as they reached 
South African soil they came under 
Tmperial control, and receivéd Imper- 
fal ray. Ye the Government {n- 
fended to deposit in Canadian banks 
the difference between the Canadian 
and the British rate of pay for the 
herett, of the soldiers’ dependents.

helped to weld the Dominion into 
what woulda be, he hopad, a united 
and powerful nation. (Cheers.) If 
need arese Canada and the Govern- 


ment Would be prepared to go fur- 
ther. (Cheers. ) What England 
needs, perhaps, more than ever be 
fore is trained and tried soldiers, and 
the men Cana@a had sent and was 
now sending to South Africa ould 
prove themselves tried and good 
men, fit to stand beside the best 
troops In the empire. (Cheers.) 

Replying to the eriticism of Sir 
Charles Tupper upon the failure of 
the Government 1o insure the men of 
the contingent, Sir Richard said: I 
beg to tell that hon. gentleman that 
When Canada sends her sons to the 
front Canada becomes responsibig- 
and will know how to reacem tliat 
responsibility to the widows and or- 
Phans of the brave men who may fall 
in this conflict. (Cheers.) We do not 
Propose to shift that duty on the 
shoulders of any insurance conipany, 
and I may remind the MWouse that 
with the full concurrence of his 
Council, my hon friend (Sir Wilfrid 
Jaurier) gave that assurance to the 
last contingent that sailed from Can- 
ada. (Cheers.) Sir, I have no fear 
that the CanadZan people will shrink 
from that duty. The success of the 
contributions to the Patriotic Fund 
isa clear proof that they are ready 
and willing to do their part. I am 
glad to e that individuals contri- 
bute generously out of their means to 
so good a cause, but I repeat that 
there is pm right way and a wrong 
way of doing these things. (Hear, 
hear.)

Detroit, Feb. 12. — John M. Nicol 
on Saturday admitted that he was 
the projector of the Quebec and Lake 
Huron Railway, the proposed new 
air line between Georgian Bay and 
Atlantic tidewater.

Gen. Macdonald now only required 
suflicient troops in order to complete- 
ly surround the Boers. Gen. Babing- 
ton was despatched from the Modder 
with a large force of ravalry, and 
two batterics of horse artillery, but 
failed to reach here, although he 
started early enough in the day to 
enable him to get here early this af- 
ternoon. This morning Gen, Methu- 
en ordered that the combined force 
should retire upon the Modder River, 
which movement is now Proceeding. 
The British losses in the fighting on 
Wednesday were 50 men killed or 
wounded. 


What Lord Roberts Says. 

London, Feb. 8. — In regard to 
Gen. Macdonald's operations, Lord 
Roberts docs not mention the for- 
Mer’s retirement to the Modder 
River.

— The Boers on 
Saturday shelled the British camp, 
but with little effect. 

Australia Greutly Exeited. 

London, Feb. 12, — The Daily Mail 
despatch from Sydney, N.S.W.: “The 
news of Gen. Buller's reverses has 
caused a great sensation here. Car- 
dinal Moran, in a remarkable speech, 
hus advocated conscription in Aus- 
tralia, in view of possible complica- 
tions. He thinks it may soon be 
come necessary to defend Australia 
and, therefore, regrets the departure 
of the local troops.’ 

A Force of Vicked Irishmen, 

Cape Town, Feb. 12. — Lord Rob- 
erts has authorized the formation of 
a squadron of 100 picked Irishmen 
for special duties. Sir John Henry 
De Villiers, Chief Justice of Cape Col- 
ony, will sail for England next Wed- 
nesday.

SOUDAN TROUBLE NOT SO BAD, 


Only a Few of the Younz Egyptian om- 
cers Were Involved. 


Cairo, Feb. 12. — Official investi- 
gation shows that only a few Egyp- 
tian officers, all of them young men, 
Were involved in the trouble with the 
two Soudanese battalions, whem 
they had advised not to obey the or- 
der to give up cartridges. 

It seems that the implicated officers 
had become excited over Anglophobe 
articles published by The Liwa, 
which praised the Transvaal and ad- 
vised the Egyptians to take advan- 
tage of British distractions in South 
Africa.

A barrel on wheels should be 
at the kitchen door of every house, 
in wh'ch to pour the slups and other { 
wastes, and then wheeled off and 
emptied around, some grape vine, fruit 
tree or something else away; from the 
house, if you don’t have the barrel 
eart, get a couple of galvanized pails 
at your racket store. (hey, can be had 
for about twenty cents. They make 
good receptacles for slops, and should 
be carried out and emptied on the gar- 
den flower-bed,, or spread on tha lawn.

The Pacifle Cable. 

In reply to an enquiry by 
Casey, whose remarks on the subject 
Were supplemented by Sir Charles 
Tupper, Mr. Mulock said that the 
Government had acted promptly and 
made a vigorous protest against any 
partner in the Pacific cable under- 
taking varying the conditions by 
granting concessions to a rival com- 
pany.

Provincial Legislature Takes a 
Recess Until Monday. 


DEBATES ON ADDRESS STARTED 


The Mover and Seconder Spoke to Their 
Motion to Adopt— Then Discussion 
Ceased—Mr. Whituey Wauted Time 
to Consider West Elgin

Toronto, Feb. 16. — At the Legis- 
lative session yesterday, a large num- 
ber of petitions we: presented, in- 
cluding several from municipalities 
asking for amendments in the Assess- 
ment and Municipal Acts. 

Mr. Whitbey urged that after the 
speeches of the mover and seconder, 
the debate on the address should be 
adjourned, in which suggestion Hon. 
Mr. Ross concurred, expressing his 
Willingness that when the House rose 
i should stand adjourned until Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Preston (South Brant) was 
greeted with a round of applause as 
he rose to move the address in reply 
to the Lisut.-Governor’s speech. He 
expressed his appreciation of the hon- 
or conferred on him in being selected 
for the purpose. THe referred to the 
reputation as an orator enjoyed by 
his predecessors in the representation 
of his constituency, Hon. E. B. Wood 
and Hon, A. 8, Hardy. They were 
giants in the House in the early days 
of Confederation and ‘their reputation 
might well account for his feeling 
some enibarrassment. Te paid a high 
tribute to ex-Ptemier Hardy, who left 
behind him no superior. Much as we 
might admire him as a statesman he 


came closer to us 08 a man. We ad- 
mired the statesman and loved the 
man. If the Government saw fit to 


| make the emoluments of his present 


position more adequate to the repu- 
tation of him who occupied it such 
action would be endorsed by the 
country. (Applause.) The principles 
for which he fought remained and the 
mantle had fallen on worthy should- 
ers—one who thoroughly enjoyed the 
confidence of his party and of the 
country. He had had an experience 
of over a quarter of a century and 
was not only skilled in debate and 
the work of administration, but had 
lofty ideals and possessed courageous 
und farsecing plans for the develop- 
ment of the country—worthy of the 
twentieth century. (Applause.) The 
speaker touched briefly upon the other 
changes in the Ministerial personnel, 
pointing out how the Administration 
had been strengthened by recent 
changes. The policy of the Govern= 
ment was ‘‘Canada for Canadians and 
Canadians for the Empire.” (Tear, 
hear.) The Premier had presented 
the details of this poliey of develop 
ment in such a mavplerly manner in 
his notable Whitby speech that it was 
not necessary for him to make more 
than a general reference to it. It was 
a moral obligation resting upon hin 
to develop and open up and colonize 
New Ontario, as it was only through 
the development of New Ontario that 
the province conld retain its proud 
pre-eminence In the Dominion. 
pointed out that the timber policy, 
requiring the manufacture of lumber 
within the province had resulted in.a 
considerable boom and a rapid © and 
healthy development of the lumbering 
inlerests. ‘The extension of this pol= 
fey to pulp wood and nickel ore had 
been generally approved by the coun= 
try. There were many who looked to’

rails, while others took o different 
view. It was certainly a matter ; of 
congratulation that capitalist were 
turning their attention to these ene 
terprises. He, sed his satisfac- 
tion that the Government were taking 
measures to preserve the timber. 
Ureat progress had been made in this 
direction since the appointment of 
Mr. Southworth as Clerk of Forestry. 

Reference was also made to what 
the Government was doing to pro- 
mote agriculiurel interests, more es- 
pecially in the natter of provisling 
rural cold slorage So as to increase 
our exports of ugricultural produce 
to the British market, This would 
enable the Canadian farmer to ship 
his produce In the best condition and 
at the most favorable time. No leg- 
islntion had been received with great 
er favor than that intended to pro- 
mote the construction of good roads. 
Mhere was no Way in which the sur- 
plus funds of the Province could be 
expended to better advantage than 
in the improvement of the road sys- 
tem. The encouragement of techn 
cal education a bill for which object 
was promised would be greatly in 
the Interests of the artizan class. 
He would like to sec technical schools 
established at three or four different 
points. He suggested that the Gov- 
ernment should give legislation look- 
ing to the settlement of labor dis- 
putes by compulsory arbitration. Tf 
it were considered going too far to 
enact a general measure the principle

| a common foe. (Applause.) Canada 
(had played an important part in this 
work of Empirebuilding. Govern- 
ment had appropriated $1,000 for 
the Red Cross fund, but they was go- 
(ng to do something more and wor- 
\ thier of the cause, which would no 
doubt meet with the approval of all. 
(Applause.) He concluded by mov- 
(ing the adoption of the address, 

Mr. Holmes (Haldimand) expressed 
his regret at the loss ta the House 
of the late Attorney-General and Min- 
ister of Public Works. There was a 
bright and prosperous’ future in 
view for the Premier who had in 
every respect proved himself worthy 
vi the position he had attained. At- 
ter other personal references he went 
on to hope that the new Cabinet 
would so far develop and colonize 
New Ontario that the line between 
the old and the new sections of the 
Province would be obliterated. Much 
had already been done to advance in- 
dustries in New Ontario. Every ad- 
vantage in the way of ores, shipping 
facilities, etc., existed and in addi- 
tion to the mining districts there 
Were considerable areas of fertile 
land te gave a glowing account of 
his t to New Ontario last year 
and the numerous evidences of pro- 
gress and industrial expansion which 
the party saw on every hand. The 
building of the Rainy River Road 
would do much to develop this sec- 
tion, The requests of the settlers 
there for Government aif were reas- 
onable and modest and should meet 
with consideration. The country 
had outgrown the old style of road

THE PORT-HOPE CUT. 
(Hamilton Times, Fab. 15th.) 

Is there any! probability that grain 
would be carried in barges from Geor- 
giun Bay lo Montreal, via the Trent 
Walley canal if that waterway were 
completed? Could the small boatel of 
light draft compete with the veseols 
drawing fourteen feet that will (9a) 


through the Welland and St. Law- 
rence canals? If not, why keep on 
Spending money on the Trent Valley 
canul, or at least why treat it ag 
enything but a local work, import- 
ant only on account, of way traffic ? 
Mhe deputation which waited upon 
the government Wednesday in favor of 
the Port Hope, as aginst the Tren- 
ton, route, made u very good argu- 
ment, if there is any chance of the 
canal ever handling through, traffic. 

Dr. Powers, who was the chief 
spokesman for the deputa ion, in- 
ferm2d the Min‘ster of Railways and 
Canals that os far back os 1834 a sur- 
vey was made of a canal route between 
Rice Lake and Port Hope. The propos- 
ed route would be but twelve or fifteen 
miles in leugth, while the continua- 
tion of the canal from Rice Lake to 
Trenton would he forty-six miles in 
Jengih. On the latter route, Dr. 
Powers said, there would be extensive 
rock cuttings, while on the Port Hope 
route there would be nothing but clay 
and earth to be removed. Dr, Powers, 
who has made a study of the Gueslion, 
estimated that about two thillion dol~ 
Jars would be saved by the adoption of 
the Port Hope route. Lo asked that 
tha government make a survey of the 
country between Port, Hope and Rice 
Take. Dr. Powers also pointed out 
that the town of Port Hope could 
give adequate transh’pment facilities, 
for grain, there being already three 
elevators at that point, 

The saving of two or three million 
dollurs of cost is an important jtea 
to the Canadian taxpayer, und now 
that the Murray eunil is open, con- 
necting Bay Quinte wilh Lake On- 
tario. the distance via Tort Hope 
would be shorter than that by the 
winding Trent Tiver, whilo greater

firmed. ' 
Slale of the Treasury. 

Mr. P. Sandford, of Fenelon Balls, 
lreasurer, gave a very satisfactory Te- 
port of {he receipts and expenditures 
of the beard for the year. He Stat 
ed that $44.55 was the balance one: 
ried over from the preceding year, 
and after collecting board fees from 
all the factories except, Valentia and 
Lorneville. he had ae on Hanah out 
of which $13.10 had Deon paid as in- 
Stent, expenses, leaving a bilance of 
13. He had remitted $180 re- 
ceived from various factories to the 
treasurer of the Bulter and Cheese 
Asgooiation of Bastern Ontario fo: 
Tnspector Ward's services, but he re- 
grelted to say {hut there was slill a 
balance of $20 due Mr. Ward, us Lorne- 
villo and Leaskdale factories had not 
Oakwood and Little Britain 
claimed a reduction owing lo the full

On motion of Mr, E. Shine the report 
as adopted. 


The President Talks Seuse, 
President Robertson, in a few well- 
chosen words, said he was glad lo be 
present, and was alsa particularly 
sedj to see so many old familiar 
faces. He said the board hud made 
satisfnctory progress wilh'n tthe last 
couple of years, and to make the Lind- 
say cheese board a still greater success 
all) should stand byt it. No doubt the 
board had met with opposition, which 
he attributed tto petty, jealou: He 
said that there was less cheese sold 
lasitfyenr, bul the total receipts were 
fur more on account! of higher prices 
being obtained. In 1898 tho total 
cheese boarded was 19,187 boxes, while 
in 1898 thare were, 16.599, whch shows 
a difference of 2,678 boxes less than 
the previous year. The receipts in 1898 
amounted to $108,790.29, while last year 


they were $132,072, being an increase 
of § L7i—a Jarge sum of money to 
be distributed in the county, (Nhe 


ayemge price per pound in 1898’ was 
77-8 c. and last year it was L0c., which 
goes to show, that the dairying busi- 
ness is becoming mora profitable, The 
Peterboro hoard experience: cousider- 
able trouble in doing away with the 
inspector, for after a short’ time he 
was engaged again. It iq important 
to have an inspector to test the milk 
end give the local cheesemakers in- 
structions. It is a well-known fact 
that som= patrons will take advantage 
of and cheat the maker, and if thero 
were no inspector it would be hard 
to locate the guilty ones. We are 
aheud of the Peterboro hoard—we re- 
ceived at times higher prices, and the 
quality of our cheese is superior. He 
wis sorry that Bobcaygeon and Cam- 
bray faclories were opposed to an in- 
structor, but! if had his way he would 
make those who sell on the board pay 
their share of an inspector’s salary, 
Mr. Sandford and Mr, Shine both ap- 
Proved of the appointment of an in- 


spector.

Ottawa, Fob. 14, — Tho attention 
of the Mouse of Commeans yesterday 
was devoted almost entirely to mill- 
tary anatters. ‘Pheresiz;nation of 
Maior-General Hutton and the debate 
upon the resolution Introduced by the 
Financo Minister authorizing; the ex- 
pendituro ineurred by the Government 
in connestion with the Canadian con- 
Lingents were the principal subjects of 
discussion, ‘The adjournment of the 
debate upon the resolution was moy- 
ed by Mr. Davin. 


False Report Couoeruing Lieut. Borden 


Refore the ordeva of the day wero 
called Dr. Borden, Minister of Mili- 
tin, sald he desired in justice to an 
oflicer in the militha, who was referr- 
ed to by the honorable member for 
West York (Mr. Clarke Wallace) in 
his speech the other day, to make a 
few words of explanation. The hon, 
genleman, speaking in the Tlouso 
the other day, said: ‘‘We are told in 
the public press that the son of the 
Minister of Militia was insubordinalo 
to his superior officer the other day, 
and we will laok with some interest 
and curiosity to sce how ho is to bo 
treated.’" 

Absolutely Without Foundation. 


About the time the report to which 
the hon. gentleman referred appeared 
in the newspayers, said Dr. Borden, 
T received from my son, who is go- 
ing to South Africa, in the contin- 
gent—(hear, hear)—which is about 
to embark, a message by wire, slut- 
ing that the report was absolutely 
without foundation. TI also received 
from Major Williams in command of 
the contingent to which my son be- 
longs, a statement in the same terms. 
However, I did not then think it pro- 
per to bring the matter up ot that 
stage. I waited until the officer in 


command of the district the 9th 
Nova Scotian Military District, had 
communicated officially with the 


headquarters staff here at Ottawa, T 
want to read to the House that of- 
ficer’s statement; ‘Halifax, Feb. 10. 
To the Chiel S Officer of Militia, 
Ottawa: With reference to the re 
port of unpleasantness between Major 
Williams, commanding the detach- 
ment of the Canadian Mounted Rifles 
at this station, and Lieut. Borden, 
commanding a troop therein, — the 
Whole stery is absolutely without 
foundation, no difficulty of even the 
slightest nature having occurred.’’ 
(Cheers. ) 


Major-General Mutton, 
Col. Prior, in bringing the matter 
to the atlention of the House, said 
that the departure of General Hutton 
at this time was a serious matter, 
and it was lke swapping horses in 
the middle of a stream, He declared 
there was a strong reason for his de 
yarture other thap he had heen cal- 
led hoine to go on active service to 


South Africa. Ho was going under 
a cloud, Continuing, he paid a tri- 
bute to the wmujor-general's experi- 


ence and ability, and, if politics wera 
at the Lasis of his leaving, it was oa 
matter deenly to be deplored. He 
favored alwa:s an Imperial officer 
G. 0. C. for Canida, as this would 
form a link to the Mother Country. 
In conclusion, he regretted that, ap- 
parently, Major-General Hutton had 
been forced Ly the Government to 
leaye Canada. His departure would 
be universally regretted by both mil- 
itivmen and civilisns, 

Beth Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sic 
Charles Tupper here said that they 
thought it would be best tq defer 
further discussion till the papers re- 
lating to this matter were brought 
down. Sir Wilfrid said Major-Gener- 
al Hutton h-d done good service im 
many respects, but that he was not 
free from faults. 

Col. Tisdale declared Canada would 
mever bo what she should be in a 
military sense Lill the Militia Depart- 
went was-freed from all politics. 

Col. Domyille maintained that some 
honorable mem!’ crs would have been 
delighted to have Major-General Hut- 
ton slide out of the country quietly 
and quickly, and that his departure 
‘would not be universally rezretted. 
Ve felt satisfied thot when the pap- 
ers were brought down it would be 
found that Hutton's departure was 
in the best interests of Canada. 

Dr. Sproule raised his voice in de 
fence of Gen. Hutton, and regretted 
that politics had had anything to do 
With his leaving.

Mr. Davin's bill relates to the 
mounted police and Mr. Sifton’s bill 
will make amendments to the Domin- 
ion Lands Act.

Mr, Bell’s Speech—A Conservative Mem- 
ber of the House Praises the Govern- 
ment-The Kelief of Kimberley and 

the Flying ef the Flag on tho 
Parliament Bullding—Other 


Speeches. 


Ottawa, Feb. 10.—Mr, Fieldings's 
resolution to appropriate $2,000,000 
to defray the expenses of sending the 
Canadian contingents to South Af- 
rica Was again debated in the House 
yesterday, The speakers were 
Mfessrs. Davin, EB. F, Clarke, Clarke 
Wallace, J. Ross Robertson, Stenson, 
Bell (Pictou), Oliver, McInerney, 
Chauvin, Casey and Bell (Prince). 

But one bill was: introduced yester- 
day afternoon. It was that of Mr. 
Gilmour, to amend the Companies’ 
Clauses Act. Its aim is to give mer- 
cantile and manufacturing companies 
liberty to change their head affices 
Without special act. 


Payment of the Contingents. 

Mr. Davin resumed the debate on 
Mr, Vielding’s resolution regarding 
the payment of the contingents. He 
declared that Mr. Charlton’s speech 
echoed on the back of Mr. Tarte, and 
that Bourassa’s and Monet's speech- 
es signified disunity in the Cabinet. 
He also declared that while Sir Wil- 
frid was preparing to send the con- 
Lingent he was secretly telling the 
French-Canadians to keep down their 
ardor. Tarte stood convicted as a 
disloyal man, and the mystery was 
that he was still in the Cabinet. - 

John Ross Robertson commended 
Dr. Borden for the manner in which 
the Canadian troops had bcen as- 
sembled and despatched. He said he 
believed Canada was a nation before 
Sir Wilfrid visited England on the 
occasion of Her Majesty's jubilee, 
and he Was convinced that Canada 
should act as a nation in the matter 
of the British cause in South Africa. 
Canadians were not Hessians, and 
Canada need not hesitate to risk her 
money in a quarrel in which so many 
of her sons were risking their lives. 
The Government had in the past 
beens generous with subsidics for the 
railways of Canada. The Government 
that had built railroads at the pub- 
lic expense for private individuals 
ought to be willing to pay soldiers 
at the public expense for fighting the 
batUles of the Empire. When the war 
Was over, and the day of reckoning 
had come, he thought the Govern- 
ment should get the vouchers for 
every cent that Britain had spent 
upon the Canadian soldiers, and send 
a cheque for the entire amount to 
the Imperial Treasury. If they would 
not accept it on that account, let 
them keep it, and with it build o 
ship and call it the Canada. 

Mr. Frank Oliver was ‘inclined to 
go further than the Government, be 
cause the Canadian troops were com- 
posed of men who had sacrificed much 
to go to South Africa. Regular pay 


Was not enough, and he hoped that 
the clauses relating to something 


more would develop adequate remun- 
eration. 
The Relief of Kimberley. 

Mr. George Taylor (South Leeds) 
asked the Prime Migister whether ho 
had given orders, in view of the wel- 
come information that Kimberley has 
been relieved, to have tho flags rais- 
ed on public buildings in token of 
the feeling of satisfaction with which 
the news had been received by the 
Canadian people. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in reply, said 
there was an officer appointed whose 
duty it was to see that the flag 
Was hoisted upon proper accastons. 
Tf it was the desire of the House 
that the flag showd be raised there 
Was no desire on the part of the 
Government other than to meet the 
wishes of the Hous The news of 
the relief of Kimberley would be wel- 
come to every citizen of Canada. 

Mr. Mefnernes said that while 
Bourassa condemned the Boer war, 
yet he was willing to volo money to 
Keep it up. Monet was niore logical, 
for he believed in independence, and 
vould not support the Government. 
Referring to French-Canada he suid 
it was divided by the schools of 
thought _ 

Mr. Clarke Wallace declared that 
Bourassa, Monet and ‘Tarte, wero all 
tainted with the samo disloyal senti- 
ments. ‘Their policy was to-day to 
shoal for independence, and to-mor- 
rowl to ery hostility to the British 
Empire. The lack of enthusiasm for 
the contingents in Quebec Was due 
to the preachings of those threo. 

Conservative Pralses Gevermmont. 

Mr. Bell (Conservative, Pictou) said 


the country had every reason to con- 
“ratulate the Government, and noth- 
ing to find fault with in regard to 
the sending of the two contingents. 
Too much stress should not be laid 
on statements from certain members 
on the other side of the Mouse, Only 
two of them had spoken against the 
sending of a contingent, and these 
exceptions proved the rule, empha- 
izing the fact that the House was 
unanimous as the country was- 
(Liberal applause.) This was an 
important occasion in the history of 
Canada, when the seal was being set 
on Imperial federation, and every 
member of the House was to be con- 
gratulated and should be proud that 
he was taking part in it. The resol- 
ution now before the Mouse should 
be allowed to pass unanimously, 

The spenker left the chair at 6.

Toward midnight, Friday, the Brit- 
ish forced the Boers, at the point of 
the bayonet, out of their position, 
an important one overlooking Dod- 
recht. The artillery duel was  con- 
tinued to-day. The British casual- 
ties wore eight killed, including Capt. 
Crallan and Lieut. Chandler, and 8 
wounded. The Brilish captured some 
prisoners and a quantity of forage 
and provisions.

SPOT CASH VS. CREDIT. 


Well-to-do People Responsible for Much 
of the Hardships Bnodured by Those 
Who 3upply Their Needs. 

Mr. Cannon, a New Yoik banker, 
made come admirable remarks before 
the New York Board of Trade on what 
he termed the heartless carclessness 
of many rich people in paying for what 
they have bought.. He denounced peo- 
ple who are able to pay their hills 
and do not, in the most seathing 
terms. He said it was scandalous the 
way people neglected to pay their 
daily needs to the faker, butcher, 
grocer, dressmaker and all tradesmen, 
to the derangement of business, the 
distress of individuals, and the detri- 
ment of the whole community. He 
instanced a dressmaker who had tried 
to throw herself under the elevated 
train, because ghe could not pay her 
bills, and who turned out 
more due to her than she owed. The 
Monetary Times comments vigorously 
on the subject, and says ‘much dis- 
comfort is suffered by artisans, shop- 
keepers, and others by, reason of the 
neglect of well-to-do peopis to pay 
their bills. Whether such failure to

My trip from Lindsay, to Atlanta, 
Ga. was a most delightful one, 
especially through) the Stata of Penn- 
sylvenia, where the scenery, of the 
Alleghany mountains is picturesque in 
the extreme ; the windingy of the nail- 
road through these Jofty, mountains 
bring to oue's mind the old saying 
that it te Yankee lo work won- 
ders.” My first” stop of importance 
was al Washington, DC. The dome of 
{he Capitol and the great Washington 
Monument are the first objects the 
eye comes in contact with  Pennsyl- 
yanin avenue, the principal street in 
the city, leading up to the Capitol, 
isa grand sight at night as Che train 
spins past, it 1s brilliantly, lit up 
with tbe glare of many thousands 
of electric lights, and the great Capitol 
at) the extreme end is clearly defined 
by the many Lights and stands out 
in bold reef.

Moen the journey ecm- 
menced in earnest, We took acarriage 
at, this} point which) is situated at the 
foothills of the Blue Ridge mountains, 
aud of all the roads ever travelled by 
a wanderer, these roads beal them all. 
Here you, begin lo see signs of South- 
ern life, mention of which I think will 
interest my friends. Georgia is call- 
ed the “Cracker” State. Why? 
native is called a ‘“Georgin Cracke.” 
because iu days gong by it is said; 
the Blue Ridge district contuined two 
factions—one the “Crackers” and the 
other the “Dirt Baters.”’ Some of the 
latter still live in the mountains. (The 
“Crackers” baked a kind of bread by 
‘drying it in tho gum, It would he- 
come very-hard ,and that, with what 
was called “post meat,’ comprised their. 
only subsistence. The “Cracker” took 
his name from his, peculiar, diet, which 
he called Crucker bread, and it /has 
gtood by! him every since. Corn bread 
has taken the place of the cracker, 
but I don’t think, frony what I have 
eeen of lum, that he has improved very 
much in his way of living. The wo- 
men do most of the farming, which 
consists of rowing patehes of corn 
and, cotton, sweet potatoes| or ‘‘yams,” 
and walermelons, ‘he men work oc- 
eagionally in the mines and at other 
public works, but they, don’t pretend 
to work very hard. (an

here. Some of the betler class have 
mules. {tl igs amusing (a see a native 
woman driving to town wilh one ox 
hifched to a cart; she} is either smok- 
ing or chewing tobacco and is as happy 
looking aso queen. Their lenguage is 
very peculiar and difficult to under- 
stand, their names fon many things 
being very odd. [hey neven say 
“carry”—"“tole” is their word; they 
use the werd “sorry’’ for “poor,” and 
“hope” for “help,” and so on.

to the patrons of the factory furnish- 
ing poor, thin, dirty or even turoipy 
milk, In fact some of the witnesses 
for the defence did not pretend to 
question th’s practice, on the contrary 
they appeared to think there was not 
only nothing improper in it but that 
i€ was a benefit to all parties concern- 
ed. They replied that the cheese 
nviker when he discovered such milk 
might and ought io return to the 
pairon who brought! or sent it to the 
faciory. This is quite so, for each 
patron’s milk is or should We tested 
as it enters the factory, but in prac- 
tice it has been found that the right 
and in fact the duty of the cheese 
maker to refuse such milk is almost 
universally neglected. To do so _ of- 
fends and often insults (he patron 
whose milk is condemned The lat- 
ter resents the offeree and pretends 
it refleectis upon h’s honor, and the 
cheese maker whose further employ- 
ment instantly become precsr ous, 
and in fact is sometimes discontinued, 
becomes the subject: of his anger and 
revenge. T, in fact was said to 
have occurred in one cage at least in 
the county of Perth. Farmers are 
no more honest than any other class 
of the community, and their think- 
ing or believing that’ they are does 
not make themy so. It, is uot inyposs- 
ible to believe that amongst a number 
of patrons one on more, may be negli- 
gent in the care of his cans: or the 
factory build’ngs and surroundings 
through no fault of the cheese mak: 
may not be in a fit condition for mak- 
ing cheese ; or a patron may feed cheap 
feed or turnip feed, with the certain 
result of very inferior milk. A com- 
plaint’ by} th> cheese maker means at- 
tracting the attention of Lhe patrons 
generally to the real offender; it 
means subjecting him to strong com- 
ment by his neighbors, and probably 
severe, but juet’ censure at the hands 
of the patrons who, honestly strive to 
furnish good milk, It means that 
each, honest patron,is hurt by the dis- 
honest patron, and it is not difficult 
to perceive thot a patron charged 
with this offence, if guilly, will deny 


made all the moro 
consciousness of \guilt. Nor is it di 
cult to see that such a putron, ha 
ing it in his power, would make 
it very uncomfortahle for the cheese 
maker. In practicé tha courageous 
cheese maker, who does nis duty, may 
lose his livelihood, so it happens that 
to save tharisk of this the cheese 
maker remains dumb, the poor milk 
goes through and the bad cheree 
comes. 

“What next happens?’ The buyer on 
the board comes aftenwards to inspect 
the cheese at this factory; he dis- 
covers its) defects, and at once refuses 
it; the cheese maker becomes alarmed, 
not; only} is b's livelihood but his re- 
putation is at stake.

“What further follows? Thid fac- 
tory begins to get a bad name, its 
cheese commands less price, but what 
is more serious than all, perbaps, 15 
that in the competitive markels of 
the world its cheese impairs the value 
of a national export; all because in 
the first place of the fault of the pat- 
ron who is negligent or careless or dis- 
honest. ‘ 

“Mhis, then, is the condition of 
things that induced tha Association 
represented by the plaintifL to se- 
cure at their own expense the signa- 
tures of over a handred cheese makers 
to the agreement im question, and 1 
find that the defendant was one of 
the two hundred. I also fiud, if it 
is necessary that 1 should so find, 
that the defendunt had notice of the 
signing of this agreement by two 
hundred cheese makers, and that in 
violation of his compact! he made an 
egreemenlt with the Norwich June- 
tion Cheese factory within three years 
from ths date of the agreement first 
named, which fact is confirmed, by 
{he written admission of the defen- 
dont filed as an exhibit.
